MAYOR'S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


To have a part in the conduct of municipal affairs and to 
administer the duties of office in a careful, conservative and 
faithful manner is an interesting and valuable experience; we 
should enter into it with a full realization of the duties involved 
and a determination on our part to give our best service forthe 
welfare of this city and the prosperity of its citizens, who have 
placed in our hands these responsibilities for another twelve 
months. The business of the city and the propositions that 
will come before us should be acted upon in a fair and im- 
partial manner. All questions of expenditure or policy should 
be considered from a business standpoint, and every interest of 
the city should be guarded with jealous care and with the same 
thought and attention that we give to the conduct of our pri- 
vate affairs, at the same time bearing in mind that political ex- 
pediency should not be considered and all partisan feeling 
should be entirely dropped. 

A special pride in Pittsfield, and in the fair fame and 
prosperity of Berkshire’s fairest city is a just feeling permissi- 
ble with every citizen whether a native by birth or by adoption, 
and it is a matter of no little satisfaction when we look back 
over the past fourteen years of municipal life, that such a class 
of highly respected citizens have found time and inclination to 
take up the affairs of city office and have given of their ability 
for the welfare of Pittsfield, our home, the place we love. 

It behooves us as members of the city government for the 


year 1905 to give the city the same business like administration 
and the same unselfish service that has for the most part char- 


acterized the governments of former years. 
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It is not our purpose in this message to take up in detail 
all the departments of city affairs that we might rightfully con- 
sider, but simply make suggestions regarding the various prob- 
lems that are likely to become a part of our work during the 
coming year. 


FINANCES. 


Whether in public or private life, in small firms or large 
corporations, the financial problem is always with us, and al- 
ways will be.It is the foundation upon which rests our success 
or failure as a city and therefore should be considered first. In 
the business world, large financial concerns obtain their stand- 
ing largely upon the business management, and what is true of 
them, may also be true of a municipality. 


The ever increasing demand for public improvements and 
the requests that are constantly being made upon the city for 
the acceptance of new streets, and the expense of public improve- 
ments incident thereto, such as sidewalks, lighting and highway 
care make it necessary that we should guard our funds in an 
exceedingly careful manner, in order that we make all needed 
improvements of this sort that are for the public convenience 
and necessity and at the same time have sufficient funds on 
hand to meet all our bills as they become due. 

We should regulate our financial matters and the yearly ex- 
penses, so as to give the lowest possible tax rate, consistent with 
proper advancement, and at the same time conduct the city's 
business in no mean or narrow manner. 

The citizens oí Pittsfield have a right to expect and to de- 
mand of the city government that we carefully consider every 
proposition that comes before us, and the time has come when 
we must determine what are actual necessities before expending 
the people's money. 

Overdrafts in the various departments must not be allowed 
‘and no money (except in case of an epidemic) should be expend- 
ed unless the order has passed both boards of the city govern- 
ment authorizing the same. 
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It is neither business like nor right to leave as legacies for 
future governments matters of this nature. 

I herewith submit the following financial statement for 
your consideration.

COLLECTION OF TAXES. 


Following closely after the matter of finance, we should 
consider the collection of taxes. 

In no department of the city is there more careful and 
constant attention required than in the tax collector's office, and 
from the records of the past year, it would appear that just this 
attention has been given it. 

The warrant of uncollected taxes turned over to the collec- 
tor at the beginning of the year included taxes from 1897 to 
1903 inclusive and amounting to $69,403. 

Of this amount there has already been collected from 
taxes, sewer apportionments and interest on these accounts, 
$37,214.31. $884.06 has been collected from interest on water 
extensions and other accounts left with the collector have re- 
ceived careful attention. 

The semi-annual collection of water rates in the tax collec- 
tor's office has greatly interfered with the proper collection of 
the property taxes, the second payment coming as it does about 
the first of November and at a time when the office is unusually 
busy with the regular tax collections. 

Nearly five months out of every twelve are required in 
making out itemized water bills and the collection of the same. 

Since the care of the water department is entirely in the 
hands of the board of publie works, I would recommend that the 
ordinances be so changed that notices for water rates due be 
mailed from this office and that all bills for water shall be made 
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out by this department in detailed form to tenant and landlord 
and sent to the collector completed and ready to be placed in 
the disiributing rack for collection. 

This would greatly aid the tax collector and give weeks of 
extra time to use in collecting the property taxes. 


PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT. 


The care of the city's water system amd sewage disposal 
plant which are in charge of this department is among the most 
important problems of the city government. 

The necessity for a duplicate pump at the pumping sta- 
tion is so apparent that no recommendation seems necessary. 

We are working the present pump more than good business 
judgment would secm to warrant and the slightest break in any 
of its parts would necessitate turning the sewage into the river. 

The plant was built for two and is arranged in every detail 
for the second pump and its installment is recommended. 

The Howard street line of sewers and a line taking in Cen- 
ter, South Church and Goodrich streets are still discharging 
into the river and should be sent to the pumping station at 
once. 

The expense is slight, the necessity great, and the same 
should have attention among the first of the spring work. 

The citizens of Pittsfield are needlessly wasting a large 
amount of water daily, and while there is no immediate cause 
for alarm, still the present conditions should not be allowed to 
continue. 

We have a splendid water system and the finest quality of 
pure water, and with the new dam at Ashley lake a gener- 
ous supply can be stored for ordinary conditions, but while this 
is true we are still met with the fact that the watershed around 
Ashley lake is not large and two or three dry seasons like the 
past fall and early winter would seriously cripple our supply. 

Ashley lake holds, with the water at the top of the dam, 
409,538,000 gallons of water and on Monday, December 26, the 
water was five feet and eight inches below the top, which would 
leave us with 222,567,125 gallons on hand. 
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Using the consumption for the last two weeks as a basis 
our present supply is good for 123 days or until April 28, 1905. 
This is supposing that we should have little or no rain in the 
meantime and that the consumption from the lake should con- 
tinue the same. 

We are using at the rate of 1,800,000 gallons every day 
from the lake and probably from 600,000 to 700,000 each day 
from the brooks, thus making a total of 2,500,000 used each 
day or about 120 gallons per day for each man, woman and 
child within our city, and for the sake of comparison it is in- 
teresting to note ihat the city of Fall River with a population 
of 110,000 uses less than forty gallons per capita daily and that 
the city of Newton, Mass., with a population of 33,000 uses 
less than 60 gallons per capita. 

Professor Greene, who has been employed by our city at 
different times and has made a study of our water supply, says 
that a fair consumption of water for Pittsfield would be sixty 
gallons per capita, daily. 

The use in Pittsfield of from 100 to 120 gallons of water, 
for each man, woman and child is altogether too absurd and it 
should be checked immediately. 

Faulty plumbing, the constant running of water night and 
day te prevent freezing and the useless running of water when 
no occasion demands it are some of the things responsible for 
this condition of affairs, and the result of it all is that we are 
not only crippling our supply, but also paying out of the city 
treasury good money each year for pumping water that never 
would go to the pumping station if our citizens would cut down 
the consumption from 120 gallons per day to a reasonable 
amount. 

I invite your careful attention to this matter, and de- 
sire to have you consider the advisability of using water meters 
throughout the city. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


No department of our city is of more importance than this 
which protects our property. 
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Our appliances for fighting fires should be of the best and 
most complete and it should be the duty of those in charge to 
see that every thing connected with the department is in the 
best of repair and at all times ready for immediate service. 

There has been some criticism made that the department was 
not as harmonious as might be and that there was a lack of dis- 
cipline. For this I cannot answer, but if true it is to be regret- 
ted. Criticism certainly has been made, and it is the duty of 
every member of the city council to interest himself in this de- 
partment in order that the high standard of efficiency may be 
maintzined. 

Not the first suggestion of a lack of harmony must be al- 
lowed, not the first sign of negligence overlooked; and the 
Standard, of which we are justly proud that has since its begin- 
ning in 1840 and does today characterize our fire department, 
must be continued. 

'To the city council of 1905 this matter can be safely left; and 
the committee which shall later be designated to take charge 
of this department can perform no more loyal service for the 
city than to ascertain whether there is any foundation for this 
criticism, and deal justly with the matter, for the best interests 
of our citizens and with perfect fairness to all members of the 
department. | 

I would recommend that the department at West Pittsfield, 
have some consideration this year, and that an appropriation be 
made to make some slight, but very much needed, repairs at the 
house, that badges be supplied the members and that a supply 
of extinguishers be left in charge of the company. 

The time is not far distant when some better fire protection 
should be given the Morningside section of our city and it may ` 
be wise for the government to consider the matter this year. 

No section of our city has developed more rapidly and the 
large number of houses and manufacturing concerns in this sec- 
tion are entitled to some consideration. 

I wish to emphasize a suggestion made by the Hon. Daniel 
Englend in his message to the city council of 1902 recommend- 
ing a fire commission, and quote his own words as expressing my 
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own belief in the matter: “The fire commission should be com- 
posed of men who are practical firemen and with experience 
in business—men who are public spirited enough to serve with- 
out salary and who should be appointed for at least four or six 
vears.” 

At the present time the committee is appointed each year 
by the mayor and the president of the common council. 

This means practically that a new committee is selected each 
year which naturally consists of members without any experi- 
ence in fire matters whatever. 


POOR DEPARTMENT. 


A large amount of money can be forever lost to the city 
by carelessness in this department and the one motto for the 
committee on almshouse and poor and all others who have to 
do with the care of the unfortunate should be promptness, con- 
sideration and justice. 

Failure to notify cities and towns, at the proper time, a 
laxity in hunting up the settlement of those for whom we are 
caring, negligence in keeping histories and records will soon 
find ihe city involved in a hopeless expenditure of money, for 
which we can get no return, while on the other hand by strict 
attention to these details much can be collected from other 
cities and towns, which is justly our due. 

Yuring the past year much has been accomplished along 
these lines, and there have been collected a great many accounts . 
that were due the city, and I heartily recommend the same care- 

ful attention that has characterized the past year's work. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


More than ordinary attention has been called to the work- 
ings of this department the past year on account of the preval- 
ence of small pox among us. 

 'The prompt and careful manner in which all cases were 
handled by the board and the thoughtful preparation made to 
check an epidemie, should one occur, has proven that the health 
department is in capable hands. 
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This department should have some kind of a closed con- 
veyance, so that in the future the patients can be carried to and 
from the detention hospital without exposure. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The proper management of the police department is of the 
utmost importance; it is the protection of the people against 
lawlessness and crime, and the highest degree of order and dis- 
cipline should be maintained. 

In this pane there seems to be an ever increasing 
rumber of calls ani a growing habit among our citizens to ask 
for police protection at any and all times, and so far as posei- 
ble the assistance has always been given. 

The police patro! has been of great assistance to this depart- 
ment and has saved the unsightly experience of dragging intoxi- 
cated people through the streets. 

I would recommend some different arrangement for the 
care of the patrol wagon than we have at the present time, and 
would suggest that the fire department and police committees 
take this matter up at once so that a thorough understanding 
may result and no confusion occur in the future. 

For further recommendations for this department, I would 
respectfully refer you to the report of the chief of police. 


ASSESSORS’ OFFICE. 


The public seem to demand that some member of the board 
of assessors be at the office for a short time each day, and it 
wou:d seem as though this was a fair request. 

There are matters constantly coming up in connection with 
this office, and our citizens are frequently in search of informa- 
tion that cannot bc obtained during the quiet months unless 
some member of the board happens to be at the city hall. 

This is a subject that was discussed and recommended by 
the finance committee of 1904, and I would suggest that the or- 
dinances be so changed that the office hours in this department 
be made to include at least one or two hours each day from Nov. 
Ast tc May 1st. 
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MUNICIPAL YARDS AND STABLES. 


One of the increasing demands of the city is the establish- 
ment of municipal yards and stables. 

This would be a step in advance, for in a growing city like 
Pit'sfield we cannot conduct our affairs along lines of fifty years 
ago. 

“ome piece of land, on the line of the railroad, should be 
secured, where trackage could be easily arranged, and on this 
shouid be stored the supplies used by the board of public works. 

Cars could be run directly onto the lot, and unloading could 
be done at slight cost, thus saving the expense of carting our 
supplies to some unused school lot and then to different parts 
of the city where work is being done. 

This would save the city the cost of one trucking and at the 
same time avoid unsightly piles of cobblestones, paving blocks 
and pipes now scattered in different portions of our city. 

It may be of interest to our citizens to know that the livery 
bi'ls for the year 


1902 amounted to $3100 
1903 amounted to 2741 
1904 amounted to 2327 
Or a total for three years of $8168 


Or an average of $2722 per year. 

In these accounts are simply included the horse hire for 
the engineers, board of public works, poor department, schools. 
and other departments of the city. 

Not one dollar is included in the amount given for street 
work, street cleaning or other necessary expenses, that are 
cha:ged directly to the different jobs on which the work is done. 

A little careful attention to this subject on your part will 
reveal many places where municipal yards and stables would be- 
a great saving to the city, and I submit this suggestion for your 
consideration. | 
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COTTAGE ROW. 


1 believe no street improvement in the city of Pittsfield 
would be of more lasting benefit to our school children or more 
appreciated by the publie than the acceptance and opening of 
Cotiage row at its junction with North street. 

The matter has been taken up with the officials of the New 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad company (lessees of 
the Boston and Albany railroad) and they seem inclined to as- 
sist ¿he city in bringing about the needed improvements. 

The only consideration they ask in return for the privi- 
leg» they will give the city of opening up Cottage row to the 
desired width and bridging over a part of their property, is that 
the city care for the road surface of the North street bridge. 

The question has arisen whether the city has any legal right 
to do this, and I would recommend that the conference be con- 
tinue? and some arrangement be completed whereby said street 
may be laid out at as early a date as possible, and should it be 
necessary to obtain a special act of the legislature for the city to 
assume this matter that steps be taken to bring it about. 


ELECTRIC WIRES. 


Let me call your attention to the matter of electric wires 
and heartily endorse the sentiments expressed by the Hon. Harry 
D. Sisson in his message to the city government of 1904, when 
the statement was made that many fine trees were being ruined 
by electric wires running through their branches, and the same 
cordition exists today, although not to such an alarming extent. 

The time is at hand when we should make an effort to get 
many more wires underground. 

Acting under the direction of Tree Warden Biladeau and 
the cummittee, hundreds of wires have been removed during the 
year by the companies owning them, and it may be fair to state 
that « disposition has been shown on their part to co-operate 
with the city in bringing about a better condition of affairs, but 
I w: uld recommend that the matter be referred to the electric 
wire committee and special attention given it. 
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BURBANK PARK. 


The extension of the electric car line to the vicinity of Bur- 
bauk park, the franchise for which has already been granted, 
woud indicate that in the near future this beautifully situated 
piece of land so generously given for park purposes, may soon 
becume one of the popular breathing places for our community. 

The annual appropriation which has been provided for the 
care cf the park should be continued, and possibly a larger one 
be made, in order that more work may be undertaken, settees 
furnished, and some special attention given to the care of the 
property. 

RE-DISTRICTING THE CITY. 


In compliance with chapter 11 of the revised laws, which 
states that in the year 1895 and every 10 years thereafter the 
city council could re-divide the city into wards, the decision re- 
garding this matter will fall upon the present city government, 
the board of regisirars must furnish lists of the voters before 
February 10th, and should the city government so decide the 
new division must be completed before May 1st. 

A careful and thoughtful consideration on your part will 
determine whether it is wise to take up the work this year or 
whether the present boundaries should continue for another 
term. In calling this to your attention, I leave it without 
recommendation for your good judgment to decide. 


WEST BRANCH OF THE HOUSATONIC RIVER. 


For some years past there has been a constant filling in on 
the west branch of the Housatonic river. 

Truckmen, as well as abuttors, have made it a dumping 
ground for ashes, tin cans and refuse of all descriptions and in 
some places have even built out into the stream. 

This has resulted in stopping the free flow of water, and at 
times when the water is shut back at the mills or during a dry 
season, the stench that arises and the amount of unsightly and 
disgusting refuse displayed are a disgrace to any city. 
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The attention of the city government for 1904 was called to 
the existing conditions and an order authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a committee to look up the rights of the city was passed 
and the committee appointed, but no appropriation was made 
to dofray expenses of taking the necessary measurements. 

[ would strong!y recommend that a small appropriation be 
made for this work, and thati these measurements be taken at dif- 
ferent parts of the river and if it is found that the original width 
of the stream has not been maintained that at least steps be 
taken to prevent a further encroachment upon its banks. 


STREET SPRINKLING. 


The present manner of sprinkling our paved streets is not 
at all satisfactory and some different arrangement should be 
made before another season shall open. 

The sprayers cn the old carts now in use are altogether too 
free to be what is required for this work, and leave the streets 
in a muddy and filthy condition, making them slippery and at 
times really unsafe for those who are obliged to cross them. The 
excessive use of water in this manner will eventually affect the 
lasting qualities of the pavement itself. 

From a conference with those who are conversant with the 
matter I am informed that the enemy of asphalt pavement is the 
too abundant use of water, and while the damage may not ap- 
pear for some years still it surely will in time. 

I would recommend that this matter be referred to the high- 
way committee with instructions to look into the Winkler system 
of street sprinkling and I feel confident that some arrangement 
can be made with those who have the contract, so that this mat- 
ter will be cared for the coming year. 


ORCHARD STREET SCHOOL BUILDING. 


During the past year the new 12-room school building on 
the Orchard street school lot has practically been completed and 
will he formally turned over to the school committee in less than 
two weeks. | 
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The order making the appropriation passed both boards of 
the city government in July, 1903, and the building committee, 
with Mayor Sisson as 1ts chalrman was appointed at that time. 
Everv effort has been made by the committee to secure the most 
complete and well arranged building possible for the amount 
at their disposal and it is to the credit of the committee that 
withoui doubt the building will be completed within the ap- 
propriation. 


COMMITTEE WORK. 


The work of the various committees connected with the city 
goveinment duriny the year is of the greatest importance, and 
the value of it is often impaired by the negligence of the mem- 
bers in not keeping a record of their work, and submitting to 
ihe city council in proper form a report of their findings and 
recommendations. 

[ would suggest for your consideration the appointment of 
a coinpetent person to be clerk of committees, whose duty it 
shail be to keep the records of all their work, to call and attend 
all mcetings of the various committees and prepare such orders 
and recommendations ae shall be approved and who shall be able 
at any time to give an intelligent report of the same. 


STREET SIGNS AND NUMBERS. 


Your attention is called to the necessity of re-numbering 
the sireets of the city, and at the same time replacing old street 
signs and the placing of new ones where there are none at pres- 
ent. 

The lack of proper signs and numbers has been a source of 
constani annoyance the past few years, and many complaints 
have been made regarding it. 

The expense is so slight and the benefit derived will be so 
great to citizens and strangers alike, that I would recommend 
that tlis matter be given your attention early in the year, so as 
to have the work completed before the new directory is issued. 
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OUR HIGHWAYS. 


Good roads, well kept, are valuable to any business center 
and in the coming year we should pay special attention to all 
those leading to our city. 

We should display a liberal spirit toward the large number 
of people in the outlying districts, who in proportion to the 
amouni of property they own pay their share of the taxes and 
are entitled to have just consideration when we are making up 
our appropriations for highways and sidewalks. By this policy 
we can gain for oui city a good name among the strangers within 
our gates. 

Good roads, well. kept, appeal to the man who rides for 
pleasure, the man who waiks, the bicyclist, the man who runs 
an automobile, and the business man. 


OTHER IMPORTANT WORK. 


In reviewing the work of the various departments and the 
improvements that might be undertaken, I am aware that the 
work of street paving and additional surface drainage has not 
been eonsidered and I only intend to say in passing that the im- 
portance of this work is apparent to all, and both should be car- 
ried forward as soon as our financial condition will permit. But 
with the necessity of other work crowding us at this time, and 
keeping in mind that one dollar out of every nine raised by tax- 
ation goes for interest, we must content ourselves with paying 
every dollar possible on our indebtedness and in keeping our 
iax rate down to the lowest possible amount in order that our 
city shall prove an attractive place for new industries, that our 
people may be employed and continuous prosperity may abound 
in our city, one of the fairest and best in the land. 

}Iowever, I wish to place myself on record, as not opposed 
to any improvement that our financial condition will warrant. 


CONCLUSION. 


In assuming the responsibilities imposed upon us by our 
fellow citizens may I ask your hearty co-operation, that we may

work together in harmony, with all the ability at our command, 
to solve the problems that will rightly come before us. 

U is more than likely that matters will be brought to our 
attention during the year with which we are not familiar. It 
will be our duty as city officials to investigate all such, with a 
determinatiom on our part to take such action as shall be con- 
sistent with our city's best interest. 

The faithful discharge of our important responsibilities will 
require our constant attention, our best ability and often some 
degree of self sacrifice. 

Our reward will be the approval of our own conscience and 
the happiness, prosperity and progress of our beautiful and be- 
loved city.

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Report of the City Solicitor. 


Pittsfield, Massachusetts, January 6, 1905. 


To the Honorable City Council of the City of Pittsfield: — 


Gentlemen:—-A required by the General Ordinances I submit 
my report for the year 1904. I found no accumulation of work 
at the beginning of my term of office. All matters which had 
been pending had been disposed of as far as possible by my pre- 
decessor, the Hon. John C. Crosby, who for five years gave the 
City faithful and efficient service. 

The following cases entered in Court have been disposed of 
during the current year. 


1. EUGENE H. ROBBINS vs. CITY OF PITTSFIELD. 


This was an action of tort brought in June, 1900, wherein 
the Plaintiff claimed damages amounting to $5,000 for injury 
to his property on the north side of West street caused by the 
overflow and accumulation of surface water. This case was 
settled by the p? vment to the Plaintiff of $600. The City at 
the same time agreed to enlarge the capacity of the drain carry- 
ing water accumulating in this section of the City and this 
work was undertaken and completed by the City during the 
summer, and the cause of the complaint thereby removed. 


2. KATE WELCH vs. CITY OF PITTSFIELD. 


This was a petition seeking compensation for damages to 
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the petitioner's land cn the east side of Francis avenue. The 
case was settled by the payment to the petitioner of $560. 


3. JOSEPH P. PALMER vs. CITY OF PITTSFIELD 


This was an action of contract to recover $2,000 and grew 
out of a claim for personal injuries sustained by the plaintiff 
while in the employ of the City. 'The case came on for trial at 
the last October sitting of the Superior Court and the Plaintiff 
not appearing after the jury had been impaneled there was a 
nonsuit entered. 

The following case against the city is pending: 


1. AMERICAN SEWERAGE DISPOSAL CO. vs. CITY 
OF PITTSFIELD. 


This is a bill in equity which was returnable January 5, 
1903, in the Cireuit Court of the United States, Distriet of 
Massachusetts, wherein it is claimed that the City of Pittsfield 
infringed certain patents by installing the present system of 
sewerage. A number of such proceedings have been brought 
by the Plaintiff against Cities in New England and elsewhere. 
The suit brought against the City of Pawtucket, Rhode Island, 
by this Company was for the infringement of the same patent 
and was decided against the Plaintiff Company by Judge Brown 
of the United States Circuit Court. The Plaintiff took an ap- 
peal from this decision and I am informed that this appeal will 
be argued before the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
during the present year. The decision of the Appelate Court. 
will be of much value in determining the proceedings now 
pending against the City o£ Pittsfield. 

A number of claims for personal damages and damages to 
propertiy have been settled or otherwise disposed of during the 
past year and other claims are still pending. 

The petition for the abolition of Merrill Crossing on the 
North Adains branch of the Boston & Albany Railroad Company 
is still pending. There have been no hearings before the Com- 
missioners who were appointed for the purpose. 
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The only special legislation enacted by the General Court 
in relation to the City of Pittsfield was Chapter 389 of the Acta 
of 1904 entitled—“An Act to Revise the Charter of the City of 
Pittsfield.” This act was passed after several hearings in Bos- 
ton and a hearing at Pittsfield. It is unfortunate that a uniform 
Charter for Cities of certain classes has not been adopted in this 
Commonwealth as has been done in some other States. There 
being no standard it seems impossible to frame a charter which 
will satisfy the greaz variety of theories that appear to prevail. 

There has been a number of important matters referred 
to the City Solicitor for decisions during the past: year. Those 
relating to the License Commissioners and the granting of li- 
censes were of a difficult and complicated nature. 

The question which required the most, care in its determi- 
nation was the validity of the notice served by the Selectmen of 
the town of Pittsfield in proceedings to lay out Second street. 
A written opinion was given in this case, and as a number of 
decisions are cited, it seems desirable to preserve the reference 
to these authorities since twenty er more streets are affected by. 
the form of notice discussed in the opinion. I therefore ap- 
pend this decision to my report. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the efficient aid at all 
times given tio me by the other departments and officials of the 
City.

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OPINION UPON THE VALIDITY OF THE NOTICE IN 
THE PROCEEDINGS LAYING OUT SECOND STREET. 


Pittsfield, Masachusetts, Nov. 29, 1904. 
To the Highway Committee: — 


Gentlemen:—Your honorable Committee requires my opin- 
ion upon the legality of the notice served in the proceedings 
for the laying out of Second street in this city, a copy of which 
is as follows:— 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS.

all of Pittsfield in said County: 


You are hereby notified that it is the intention of the board 
of Selectmen of said Pittsfield to lay out a town way over your 
lands in said Pittsfield, beginning at a point in the north line 
of Fenn street, 17 1-4 feet east of the southeast corner of the 
house loti now occupied by Wesley L. Shephardson and running 
north 21 degrees 40 minutes east, 2,321 6-10 feet, etc., etc. 

In accordance with the petition of Graham A. Root and 
others to our said Doard, dated June 27, 1873, and for that pur- 
pose to meet on Wednesday, the thirteenth day of August, A. 
D., 1873, at 10 o'clock in the forenoon at the Town Hall in said 
Pittsfield, to hear, examine, locate and lay out said town way if 
deemed expedient, and to assess and award damages if deemed 
necessary. 

Witness our hands at Pittsfield aforesaid this thirty-first 
day of July, A. D., eighteen hundred and seventy-three. 

Signed by Selectmen of Pittsfield. 

It is this sort of a notice which is referred to in the Mayor's 
Annual Message (See annual report City of Pittsfield 1904, page 
10) and if it be legally defective, then the proceedings taken 
some years ago in laying out twenty or more streets are invalid. 

Chapter 43, Section 61 of the General Statutes of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, which provides for such notices is 
as follows:—“No town way or private way shall be laid out or 
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altered unless, seven days at least previously thereto, a written 
notice of the intention of the selectmen of the town to lay out 
or alter the same is left by them, or by their order, at the usual 
place of abode of the owners of the land over which such way is 
proposed to be laid out or altered, or unless such notice is de- 
livered to such owner in person or to his tenant or authorized 
agent.” 

The sufficiency of notices required by this statute have been 
passed upon by our Supreme Court. 

In the case of the Fitchburg Railroad Company vs. Fitch- 
burg, in 121 Mass. 132, the notice given is as follows: “On the 
petition aforesaid, ordered, that all persons interested therein be 
notified that the selectmen will meet at the Fitchburg Railroad 
Station in said Fitchburg on Saturday the nineteenth day of 
September next at one o'clock P. M. And it is further ordered 
that David Boutelle, one of the petitioners aforesaid, eerve each 
person interested in real estate, over which said road is petition- 
ed to pass, with notice of said meeting and Order, seven days at 
least before the said nineteenth day of September, at which 
time and place the said selectmen will proceed to view the route 
set forth in said petition to hear all persons interested therein 
who may then and there desire to be heard thereon, and, if they 
shall adjudge the prayer of said petition ought to be granted, 
they will then proceed to lay out and locate a road over said 
route, agreeable to said petition. And the said David Boutelle 
is ordered to make return of said petition and order, with his 
` doings thereon, to one of the said selectmen on or before said 
day." 

ý It was decided that this is not the notice required by the 
statute. It is a notice that the selectmen will view the route, 
hear the parties and adjudge whether or not public convenience 
and necessity requires laying out a highway and if they do so ad- 
judge, then it is said that they will proceed to lay out and locate 
a road. 

The statute requires a notice in writing that it is the inten- 
tion of the selectmen to lay out a highway. 

These two lthings are distinct and relate to different 
procedure in laying out highways. When selectmen proceed 
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to lay out a way it is not necessary to hold any hearing upon the 
question of the publie convenience and necessity of the highway 
and consequently no notice of such a hearing is necessary. Hav- 
. nig determined that a way should be laid out they give notice 
that they intend so to do and this is the only notice to be given. 
After the way is so laid out by the selectmen it is reported to the 
town and accepted. and allowed at some publie meeting of the in- 
habitants regularly warned and notified thereof who by their 
vote determine the question of public convenience and neceseity. 


When County Commissioners lay out highways the proced- 
ure is different. Here the statute requires first a notice to be 
given that there is to be a view of the premises and a hearing 
when the Commissioners adjudicate upon the common conven- 
ience and necessity of such way. After having so adjudicated, 
they then give notice that the highway is to be laid out. 

Now the notice given in Fitchburg Railroad Company vs. 
Fitehburg, ubi supra, was of the nature of the notice required 
to be first given by County Commissioners instead of the notice 
of intention to lay out, which the statute requires selectmen to 
give. 

It was misleading. An owner of land to be affected might 
not at all care about the hearing upon the question of common 
convenience and necessity whereas he might be greatly interested 
in the question of damages attending upon the laying out. 
Furthermore, such owner of land receiving the notice might well 
expect to be served with a second notice of the laying out. 

Similer notices have been the subject of judicial determina- 
tion in Wisconsin, where the statue requires “notice to be 
given of the time and place at which the supervisors will meet 
and decide upon such application. 

In the case of Austin vs. Allen, 6 Wis. 131, the notice was 
given of the time and place at which said supervisors would 
meet “to make an examination and survey of said proposed 
road." The Court held this to be insufficient. Here as in Fitch- 
burg Railroad Company vs. Fitchburg, ubi supra, the statute re- 
quired notice of certain proceedings while the notice given in no 
way referred to such proceedings, but related to something en- 
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tirely different. Upon this point the Court says, “It is easy to 
perceive that this is not a substantial compliance with the 
statute. "lo make an examination and survey of a proposed road 
is a very different thing from deciding upon an application for 
a proposed road. The parties interested might feel no: concern 
about the examination and survey which the supervisors might 
make, but the question of these functionaries upon the applica- 
tion might be all important. Twenty surveys would do little 
harm, but one decision would fix the rights and interests of the 
parties, perhaps forever. There is no intimation in the notice 
that upon such examination and survey of the proposed road the 
supervisors would proceed to decide upon the application. 
Bobb vs. Carner, 7 Wis. 107 Under the same statute cited in 
Austin vs. Allen, ubi supra, the notice was “to take into consid- 
eration the petition of Daniel Carver and others for the laying 
out of a highway in said town.” The Court held this notice de- 
fective saying, “the notice is not that they would there decide 
upon the petition but would take it into consideration or delib- 
erate upon it. This they might do without ever deciding upon 
the application. ¡They give notice that they will meet to take 
into consideration the petition without indicating any intention 
of locating the highway and of deciding upon the application.” 
As in the proceeding cases, the statute required notice of 
something not embraced in the terms of the notice given. 

There is, however, no particular form for notices under such 
statutes, and if £ notice refers to the proceeding with sufficient 
definiteness so that a reasonable man could understand and not 
be mislead, then it is sufficient. 

Thus in Woolsey vs. The Board of Supervisors of Hamil- 
ton County, 32 Iowa, 130, under a statute requiring the notice 
to state the time when an application will be made for “the ap- 
pointment of commissioners" a notice that om a certain day ap- 
plication will be made for “the establishment of the road" was 
held a sufficient compliance with the statute, (See also McCol- 
lister vs. Sheely et al, 24 Iowa 362, Stevens vs. Board of Super- 
visors of Cerro County, 41 Iowa 341.) 

In Higginson vs. Nahant, 11 Allen, 530, ^the selectmen

gave notice to the plaintiffs of the presentment to them of the 
petition for the laying out of the way and of their intention to 
lay out the way on a day and at a place named, when and where 
the plaintiffs were notified to be present to show cause why the 
prayer of the petition should not be granted and the way be laid 
out.” This notice the Supreme Court held to be valid. 

In the light of these decisions what is to be said of the no- 
tice given by the Selectmen of the town of Pittsfield in the pro- | 
ceedings for laying out Second street? It has been said that 
under the terms of the decision in the case of Fitchburg Rail- 
road Company vs. Fitchburg, ubi supra, the notice given by the 
Selectmen of Pittsfield is invalid. If that be so it will be ne- 
cessary to hold that the statute required notice to be given that 
the way will be laid out at the time and place named, instead of 
a notice of intention to lay out; or it will be necessary to con- 
strue the notice to read as follows:—“You are hereby notified 
that it is the intention of the Board of Selectmen to meet to 
decide if it is to be deemed expedient to lay out a way.” To hold 
the decision applicable, therefore, it is necessary either to violate 
the terms of the statute or misconstrue the notice. 

The notice in question has not the defects of the notices 
decided illegal in the above cases and is clearly distinguishable 
from them. It begins by stating that it is the intention of the 
Selectmen to lay out a town way. The notice here follows the 
language of the statute which requires notice in writing to be 
given to the owners of land over which a highway is to be laid 
out that the Selectmen intend to lay out a way. The notice 
relates to no other proceeding except the laying out of the way 
and is a clear statement that the selectmen intend to lay out a 
road. The doubt cast upon ¡the notice arises from the use of the 
words “if deemed expedient” in the last sentence before the tes- 
timonial clause. If these words were omitted the notice would 
be free from all question. 

The words “if deemed expedient" relate to the layimg out 
and not to the intention of which positive notice is given which 
is all that is required. There is no assurance in human affairs 
that intentions will be realized or become accomplished facts. 
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The strongest construction against the notice on account of 
these words can go no further than this; that at the time and 
place something may happen to prevent the laying out of the 
way and the proceedings will then and there terminate end end 
by reason of its being inexpedient. The intention is to lay out 
this road at this time and of this the property owners are noti- 
fied and to protect their interests must appear. They have no 
more right to assume that it will be deemed inexpedient to lay 
out the road at that time than that it would be deemed neces- 
sary to pay damages if no owner of property appeared to pre- 
sent the extent of the damages. 

The statute authorizing the laying out of town ways un- 
doubtedly implies the exercise of an independent judgment by 
the Selectmen that the way is needed, Higginson vs. Nahant, 
ubi supra. The notice referred to in this case goes much fur- 
ther in contemplating the exercise of such judgment at the time 
of the laying out than does the notice given by the Selectmen 
of Pittsfield in laying out Second street. 

The notice complies with the terms of the statute and is 
sufficient. M. B. WARNER.

Chief Engineer of the Fire Department 
OF THE CITY OF PITTSFIELD. 


Fok THE YEAR 1904. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council: — 


Gentlemen:—I herewith submit my ninth annual report of 
the Pittsfield Fire Department, ending December 21,1904, giv- 
ing a record of the fires and alarms which have occurred during 
the year together with loss and insurance on property endang- 
ered, as near as could be ascertained; also appropriations and 
expenditures and an inventory of department property. 

There has been no increase in the total number of alarms 
during the year. The telephone and verbal alarms exceed the 
box alarms, and every effort is made for a prompt answer to all 
telephone calls for the department. 

The apparatus of the department consists of one Silsby 
engine, two Clapp & Jones engines, three combination wagons, 
two hook and ladder trucks, one wagon, capacity 1500 feet hose, 
one hose sleigh, two exercise wagons, two sleighs, one hook and 
ladder sleigh, two chief's buggies, one sleigh; the whole distrib- 
uted as follows: 

Central Station.—One second-class Silsby engine, one 
fourth-class Clapp & Jones engine, one hook and ladder truck, 
two combination chemical and hose wagons, one hose sleigh, and 
one hook and ladder sleigh. 

Engine House No. 3.—One fourth-class Clapp & Jones en- 
gine, one combination ¡chemical and hose wagon. 
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Veteran Firemen’s House.—One hook and ladder truck. 

Stearnsville.—Hand engine and hose cart. 

S. N. € C. Russell Mfg. Co.’s Mill.—One hand hose cart. 

Stanley Electric Mfg. Co.—One hand hose cart, 500 feet 
hose. | 
Very many needed improvements have been made by the 
Committee this year. An entire new floor has been put down inf 
the Central Fire Station. After extensive investigation, 1t was 
decided that the Geneseo Asphalt Company be awarded the con- 
tract, which! with a guarantee and satisfactory bond, (which they 
furnished) needs no attention for a number of years. A new 
maple floor has been laid over the old floor at No. 3 Station. 

The several pieces of apparatus, including the Hook and 
Ladder Truck, have been; painted and varnished. 

The exterior of the Central Station and the interior of 
Station No. 3 and several rooms at Central Station have been 
painted and, wherever necessary, repapered. 

The wires of the Fire Alarm System have been placed under 
ground wherever it has been possible. 'The wires for boxes cov- 
ering the business portion of the city are entirely under ground, 
80 that they should not be affected by storms in any way, and ag 
far as possible removed from electrical disturbances and light- 
ning. 

The Fire Alarm Boxes have all been repainted and appro- 
priate designs placed on box poles, so they may be more 
easily distinguished. Iron posts holding alarm boxes only have 
been placed in locations where poles have been removed. 

The Storage Battery has been entirely renewed during the 
past two years, the old batteries having been in use since 1896. 

The Fire Alarm Whistle has been repaired at the factory 
and is as good as new. 

The structure at the Electric Light Station has been taken 
down so that it is safe. | 

While the Whistle has been lowered about twenty feet, in 
most of the localities it can be heard as distinctly as before. 

A slate roof, put on over the tin roof at No. 3 Station, was 
completed this year. 
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A board fence in the rear of the Central Station has also 
been erected. 

Owing to the increasing number of fires in the outlying dis-- 
iricts where a greater amount of hose is required, a new supply 
wagon has been built with sufficient capacity for hose, coal, and 
necessary equipments, which by its use requires fewer horses to- 
respond to these alarms, leaving the city protected without hir- 
ing extra horses. —— 


HOUSES. 


The houses of the department are in good condition. No. 3- 
Station needs proper sewer connections with stalls, and change 
of plumbing which are required by order of the Board of Public: 
Health. A few repairs are also necessary on the plumbing at 
Central Station. 


APPARATUS. 


The several Combination Wagons, Hook & Ladder Trucks. 
have been repainted and varnished and a new supply wagon 
added. | 


HORSES. 


The department owns twelve horses, one pair being used 
for the Patrol Wagon of the Police Department. 


HOSE. 
We have now in service about 8,000 feet of hose. 
FIRE ALARM. : 


Very many improvements have been made to this branch of ` 
the department. About seven miles of wire have been placed 
under ground in conduits provided by the New England Tele- 
phone Co. for the ‘use lof the City. The special advantage and. 
necessity of placing the wires of the Fire Alarm under ground 
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. was fully demonstrated by ‘the ¿storm of November 13. This is 
one of the kind of storms liable to visit New England at any. 
time during the winter months. The snow which begar Sunday 
morning, clinging with the tenacity of glue to wires, poles, and 
fixtures, breaking and bringing in many instances a number of 
sections of poles and wires across streets, making same impas- 
sable. During the night the temperature decreased very rapidly 
and with the high wind many poles, trees and limbs, heavily 
coated with snow, broke and came down bringing all wires with 
them. Part of the Alarm System was useless, and one circuit 
was burned out by cross with the Pittsfield Electric Co.’s wires 
near J. L. € T. D. Peck Mfg. Co.'s lower mill. Men and teams 
were kept busy during the night and damage repaired as soon 
as possible. The burning out of boxes was not as serious as at 
first feared, as only two were damaged, and it was possible to 
repair them without sending them away. Fortunately, no fire 
occurred during the storm. As cold weather so quickly fol- 
lowed, it 'was impossible for the different companies to replace 
all poles damaged, so that it will be necessary to carefully in- 
spect the whole system when the weather will permit of out- 
side construction. 

A section of (underground, completed by the N. Y. Tele- 
phone Co. very late in the season, is now ready for wires of the 
City whenever it is thought advisable to put them in. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would renew my recommendation of last year that a suit- 
able house and necessary apparatus be established in the Morn- 
ingside district. The Truden fire clearly demonstrated the ur- 
gent necd of better protection in that vicinity, when four build- 
ings were in flames -before the departinent arrived. The very 
rapid growth of that section of the City makes the demand all 
the more urgent. 

That the stalls of Engine Co. No. 3 house and necessary 
plumbing be attended to at once. The stalls should be connect- 
ed with the sewer and proper stall pans put in. A notice from 
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the Board of Health to this department calls for immediate at- 
tention. 

That an appropriation sufficient to make needed repairs on 
buildings, etc., of the West Pittsfield Company be made. 

That the wires of the Fire Alarm be placed under ground 
on First and Lincoln Streets, as our wires are now on the same 
poles with high voltage wires, and during the storm of Novem- 
ber 13 were ¡broken and dangerously near the Electric Co.’s 
wires. 

That the wires of the Fire Alarm, connecting boxes at Pon- 
toosuc and J. L. & T. D. Peck Mfg. Co.'s Upper Mill and in- 
tervening boxes in ‘that section be replaced as a larger portion 
of them were put up when the alarm was first constructed in 
1882. | 

That a suitable number of blankets be purchased for the 
Protective Company. 

That rubber coats and boots be purchased to better equip 
the men while at work et fires. 

That at least one thousand feet of hose be purchased this 
year. 

That new flues be placed in the heating boiler at No. 3. 
Station. 

In closing, I wish to extend my thanks for the able support 
rendered this department by His Honor, the Mayor, the Honor- 
able City Council, the Committee on Fire Department, mem- 
bers of the Fire Department, Police, and all citizens.

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1 would respectfully recommend that the boundaries of the 
second fire district be extended. This seems advisable at Morn- 
ingside and that section of the City in the neighborhood of 
Onota Street. There has been a greater number of new build- 
ings erected in those sections than elsewhere in the City. The 
restrictions of the Second fire district are not burdensome and 
are couducive of better sanitary conditions as well as affording 
better fire protection. 


I would recommend that when plans are submitted under 
the provisions of Sec. 21, Chapter 17 of the General Ordinances, 
copies of said plans shall be filed in this office andj so remain un- 
til the building is completed. 

I would recommend that buildings of any character must 
have footing course to procure the proper bearing surface accord- 
ing to a table to be submitted later and designed to the satisfac- 
tion of the Building Inspector.

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Report of the Board of Health. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council 
of the City of Pittsfield :— 


The Board of Health of your city herewith respectfully 
submits its report for that portion of the municipal year be- 
ginning on the first Monday of February last, when the un” 
dersigned severally took office, and ending with the thirty- 
first day of last December. Prior to the present municipal 
year all expense incurred by the city for our work has been 
paid from the miscellaneous account of the budget and no 
detailed account of it has been kept. At the suggestion of 
the present Board this item was taken from the miscellaneous 
account and an item included in the budget for our expenses. 
By reason of the smallpox epidemic these expenses have ex- 
ceeded our original estimate and additional funds have been 
appropriated to our use. A full account of all receipts and 
of the disposition of all funds expended is herewith sub- 
mitted :—

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In addition to the sums accounted for above the sum of 
$400 was appropriated by special order for plumbing and re- 
fitting' the Isolation Hospital at the poor farm, commonly 
called the “Pest House.” This work consisted of the installa- 
tion of a modern bath room and closet, with hot and cold 
water on both floors, and construction of a cess-pool to the 
northeast of the house. Bids for the work were submitted 
upon specifications prepared by the Board. A contract for 
the sum of $370 was awarded to Messrs. Larkin € Condron, 
the lowest bidders, who performed their work to the entire 
satisfaction of the Board. 


The house was needed for the care and detention of the 
first smallpox patient, John McGuire, before this work had 
been completed and the Board considered it necessary to 
break the terms of its contract, taking the building in an un- 
finished condition. When the premises were vacant again, the 
contractors, who had agreed to waive all claims upon the City 
by reason of this delay, upon receipt of their out-of-pocket 
expense occasioned thereby, completed the work upon the pay- 
ment of an additional sum of $24, making a total of $394. 


The Board was authorized by special order to make a 
contract for a public dump. The lowest bid submitted was 
that of Baptista Allesio, with whom a lease has been executed 
for the term of five years of a dumping-ground, approved by 
the Board, located on a tract of land of twenty-two acres near 
the Coogan rendering plant, at a gross rental of $1,500, pay- 
able in monthly installments of $25 each. This lease also pro- 
vides for the proper care and disposal by the lessor of waste 
matter deposited upon the dump during the demised period. 


In pursuance of authority conferred by the City Council 
of 1904, a contract has been executed with the Pittsfield Gar- - 
bage Company for the disposal of the City's garbage. This 
contract, having been ratifed and approved by the City Gov- 
ernment, is familiar in its general terms and need not be re- 
cited here. The Board found much difficulty in making this 
contract for the reason that prospective contractors found it 
dificult to estimate accurately the amount of labor involved 
in its performance. Three bids were received in response to 
our first request for estimates, which were rejected for the

reason that we considered them all too high. Only two sets 
of figures were submitted in answer to the next request for 
bids and the contract was awarded to the lowest bidder at the 
annual rate of $3,100 for the term of five years. The proper 
performance of this contract is secured to the City by a bond 
in the penal sum of $5,000, approved by the City Solicitor 
and City Treasurer. While the personal inconvenience of 
citizens is perhaps mainly responsible for this contract, yet the 
Board feels that by bringing this matter under proper obser- 
vation and supervision the public health is safeguarded. The 
greatest necessity for some such system was felt particularly 
in the closely settled portions of the City. As the funds ex- 
pended for its execution are derived from general taxation it 
seems proper that this contract should include the whole City 
in its scope. Dy its terms every citizen of Pittsfield is entitled 
to this service upon compliance with regulations established 
by the Board, which will be furnished upon application. Gar- 
bage must be removed at least twice each week from the first 
of November to the first of May, three times each week during 
the remainder of the year. By its terms the contract provides 
for the imposition of penalties, in the discretion of the Board, 
upon any failure of the contractor to live up strictly to the 
terms of his agreement. The Board will be glad to be in- 
formed of any failure to render this service promptly and 
efficiently and upon receipt of any complaint will act at once. 
Dy City Ordinance owners of all buildings located upon 
premises abutting on public ways in which a sewer is installed 
are required to connect these buildings with the sewer, unless 
excused by vote of this Board. A large number of land own- 
ers have failed to obey this ordinance. This condition of af- 
fairs is medizval and inexcusable, and in cities of our popu- 
lation is a grave menace to the public health. The Board has 
endeavored to remedy this condition as far as possible. It 
has ordered about two hundred and fifty land owners to con- 
nect their premises with the public sewer, of which number 
all but about forty have performed this work during the past 
summer and autumn. The remainder for the most part have 
been excused from connecting until Spring as the Board of 
Public Works does not do this work in Winter and the dan- 
ger from this cause is at a minimum during the cold season. 
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With warm weather we expect to renew our activities in this 
direction and to institute prosecutions against all persons who 
neglect, without sufficient reason, to comply with this most 
reasonable regulation of the City Ordinances. 

In our work this year it has been the special aim of the 
Board to remove all sewage from the West Branch of the 
‘Housatonic River. In that section of the City which is im- 
mediately adjacent to this stream have occurred in the past 
the greatest number of cases of diphtheria. It has been the 
belief of this Board that this was more than a coincidence, 
that an improvement of sanitary conditions in this locality 
would result in an improvement of the general health. Of the 
total number of cases of diphtheria reported last year twenty- 
seven were in this locality. During the period covered by 
this report sixty-two houses in this section have been con- 
nected with the sewer. It is interesting to note that not a 
case of diphtheria has been reported from this locality during 
the present Winter, and we cannot but believe that the de- 
crease of this disease is in a measure due to improved sani- 
tary conditions. 

In this connection the Board would recommend that the 
City extend its sewage system through Onota and MacArthur 
Streets, where a large number of buildings make this work 
almost imperative. 

In February of last year the Board, in cooperation with 
Dr. Kinnell, the inspector of milk, made a somewhat extend- 
ed inspection of the several dairy farms in this City, and the 
adjoining towns from which we receive our milk supply. 
For the most part we found the best of sanitary conditions 
prevailing at these farms. Improved methods seemed called 
for in some instances. After conferring with Dr. Kinnell, 
who gave us the result of his examination of the several dairy 
herds with regard to the existence of tuberculosis, recom- 
mendations, looking toward an improvement of sanitary con- 
ditions, were made by us to some of the dairy farmers, all 
of whom we believe have substantially complied with our 
requests. 

The most important work the Board has been called upon 
to perform has been in connection with the several cases of 
smallpox. The first patient, McGuire, contracted the disease 
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in Enfield, New Hampshire. The Landis case came from 
North Adams. In view of the fact that in both these cases 
many persons were exposed to the contagion, the Board 
thinks the City has been fortunate in escaping as wide spread 
an epidemic as occurred in North Adams. The expense oc- 
casioned the City by this disease can be found by reference 
to the foregoing financial report. In the first case, that of 
McGuire, of Peck's Mill, the patient had the disease well 
developed before he was known to be suffering from it. Work- 
ing as one of the operatives of a manufactury he had ex- 
posed a very large number of its employes. The Board ar- 
ranged with local doctors to vaccinate at once all persons who 
had been associated with McGuire. It is believed this work 
of vaccination is responsible for the fact that no further cases 
were reported from this mill. With so large a portion of its 
employes exposed, it is thought by the Board that it would 
have been impossible to avoid a further spread of the con- 
tagion unless the situation had been treated instantly. In 
this connection the Board wishes to call attention to the mat- 
ter of vaccination. The highest medical authorities regard 
vaccination as a double safeguard against smallpox; it ren- 
ders the person vaccinated immune to smallpox for a time 
and in cases where the germs of the disease are developing it 
arrests and destroys them. It is also to be remembered that 
persons who have at some time been vaccinated, and who 
neglect to be revaccinated, after a proper interval, seem, when 
they take the contagion to suffer from it in a mild and mod- 
ifed form. There has been some agitation here against 
vaccination. This agitation has seemed to us unfortunate at 
a time when the City was threatened with an epidemic of a 
very serious character. The laws of the State require the 
vaccination of citizens. These laws are for the most part 
mandatory upon the Board, and in attempting to enforce 
them we have only been performing our sworn duty, though 
in so doing we have asked citizens to submit to regulations to 
which we have submitted ourselves and to take precautions 
which we have been glad to take in our own families. The 
question of vaccination seems so thoroughly settled that we 
, feel that argument in its favor is hardly called for. We 
would ,however, in view of the past agitation of the subject, 
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call attention to the following facts:—It is the unanimous 
opinion of the highest medical authorities that vaccination 
affords to the individual treated the protection previously 
stated. This medical belief has been acted upon, not only in 
the laws concerning vaccination which the Legislature of this 
State has enacted but also in the regulations of the United 
States regarding admission of immigrants to this country, 
and the Board believes in nearly all the States and Territories 
of the Union. The following quotations from the decision of 
Chief Justice Knowlton, of our Supreme Court, when that 
court held our state laws constitutional, seem to us to cover 
the subject fully: “We will consider the cases first in refer- 
ence to the constitutionality of the statute, without regard 
to the evidence which was excluded. The statute is as fol- 
lows: “The Board of Health of a city or town, if, in its opin- 
ion, it is necessary for the public health or safety, shall re- 
quire and enforce the vaccination and revaccination of all of 
the inhabitants thereof and shall provide them with the 
means of free vaccination. Whoever, being over twenty-one 
years of age and not under guardianship, refuses or neglects 
to comply with such requirement, shall forfeit five dollars.' 
Its language, considered in connection with facts of common 
knowledge, makes its object plain. It was enacted with a 
view to the enforcement of necessary measures for the pre- 
vention of smallpox. 

"It is a fact of common knowledge that smallpox is a 
terrible disease whose ravages have sometimes swept away 
thousands of human beings in a few weeks. It is equally . 
well known that a large majority of the medical profession 
and of people generally consider vaccination, repeated at in- 
tervals of a few years, a preventive of the disease. So far 
as we are aware, all courts that have considered the subject 
have recognized the right of the Legislature to enact laws 
founded upon the theory that vaccination is important as a 
preventive of smallpox, and to impose restrictions, during an 
epidemic, upon persons who have not been vaccinated. 

"Legislation requiring vaccination, or authorizing some 
local board to require it, as a prerequisite to attendance at 
school, has been sustained whenever called in question." 

The Board would respectfully call to your attention the 
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following matters for your consideration and such action 
thereon as you may see fit to take. We believe that it would 
be well for the City to appropriate, as recommended in the 
last address of His Honor, the Mayor, a sum of money suf- 
ficient to provide a conveyance in which to remove persons 
infected with contagious diseases to the Isolation Hospital. 
The vehicle now used for this purpose is in poor condition 
and, is, we think, unsafe to use. 


We would further recommend that the City consider the 
question of erecting some small building for the treatment of 
contagious ‘diseases. The City is called upon to care for 
many cases of diphtheria, smallpox and scarlet fever by rea- 
son of a lack of means in the families of the patients. Main” 
taining an effective quarantine is often difficult and the ex- 
pense of food, medicine and repayment for articles necessari- 
ly destroyed when quarantine is raised is often large. We 
think that a small detention building would prevent the 
spread of contagion and enable the City to handle its cases 
at less expense. 


As previously stated, the Board has arranged for a 
public dump. We feel we have no concern with the piles of 
waste matter which may be scattered about the City except 
in so far as they may affect the public health. Many citizens 
make a practice of dumping ashes, tin cans, waste papers and 
other materials, which may not be of themselves injurious 
but which render the City unsightly. While these matters 
do not come within the jurisdiction of this Board, we think 
your Honorable Body would do well to consider providing 
the citizens with facilities for the disposition of these sub- 
stances in ways that would not be offensive. 


The present service rendered by the “City Excavator" 
seems to be giving general and unanimous dissatisfaction. 
With the extension of the sewers the amount of night soil to 
be removed must gradually decrease, and it is a question if 
this work can be performed to advantage by an individual. 
We would recommend that you consider the purchase of 
proper apparatus for this work, and that we be authorized 
to contract for the removal of night soil with this apparatus, 
establishing uniform rates for the service. While this would 
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involve a small original outlay we believe that the City 
would be reimbursed from the fees received. 


In closing, the Board desires to state its appreciation of 
the faithful and efficient service rendered it by Officer Dean 
of the police department, who has been detailed by Chief of 
Police Nicholson to attend to the works of the Board in serv- 
ing notices and looking into complaints, as also the work of 
Mr. Featherstone in fumigating infected houses, and in post- 
ing quarantine notices. 


We would particularly ask the co-operation of the citi- 
zens in helping us to better conditions in the City. Pittsfield 
ls a city, as is shown by our Vital Statistics, that is unusually 
healthy. We are exposed to no dangerous diseases and none 
of our natural surroundings are a menace to health. We 
have ample room in which to expand and there is no reason 
why the very best sanitary conditions should not prevail. The 
Board is unable to go about looking for violations of health 
regulations. It will consider it a favor to receive complaints 
from anyone of any matters which need attention. We will 
be glad to receive any suggestions at any time looking to the 
improvement of general sanitary conditions. We feel that 
the citizens can accomplish a great deal of good by attending 
to pressing necessities, such as connection with the sewer, and 
in keeping their yards neat and clean. We feel that atten- 
tion to these matters will show its own benefits. The river 
which has been so much polluted in the past is naturally a 
clear and beautiful stream. It can, with a little more care 
on the part of property owners, be restored, in a measure, 
to its original condition, and instead of being an eye-sore 
become one of the natural beauties of the City. This im- 
provement would mean an advance in real estate values as 
well. Premises that are kept neat and clean are the ones for 
which purchasers are looking, and for which tenants can most 
readily be found. We feel that sanitary conditions in the 
City are generally good. Its citizens have little to do to com- 
ply fully and strictly with the requirements of the statutes 
and ordinances relating to health and we believe that an effort 
on their part to conform to these regulations will not only 
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make for better public health but will result in financial ben- 
fit to the individual land owner as well.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable, the City Coun- 
cil of the City of Pittsheld :— 
GENTLEMEN :—The Overseers of the Poor of the City of 


Pittsfield herewith submit their annual report for the fiscal 
year ending December 31st, 1904:— _ 


The appropriations for Poor Accounts were: 


For old bills, $3,000 00 
For outside poor, 7,500 00 

Total for outside poor, $10,500 00 
The appropriation for the City Farm was, 7,500 00 
Making a total appropriated for poor department, $18,000 00 


There was received as verified by the books of the City 
Treasurer in reimbursements from all sources $3,422.31, and 
an unexpended balance of 47 cents, a total of $3,422.78, 
which makes the total cost of support for the Poor Depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31st, 1904, $14,477.22. 

We have $568.76 in bills due from the State and other 
cities and towns, but as we have bills outstanding in these 
cities and towns that have not been presented we think it fair 
to offset one with the other. 

Of the amount, $10,499.75, expended for city relief, 
$9,357.32 was charged to the City of Pittsfield and the bal- 
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ance, $1,142.41, was expended for State Paupers and persons 
living in this city but having settlements in other cities and 
towns of this Commonwealth. 

The number of families aided were 156, comprising 215 
males and 191 females, making a total of 406 persons. 58 
persons were supported at Hospitals in this and other cities 
and towns as follows: House of Mercy, 53; Massachusetts 
Hospital for Epileptic, 2; Massachusetts Hospital for Dip- 
somaniacs, 2; Hospital Cottages for Children, 1. Six persons 
were sent to the State Hospital at Tewksbury. Five neglect- 
ed children were committed to the State Board of Charity. 


INSANE. 


By Chapter 451, Acts of 1900, the Commonwealth from 
and after the first day of January 1904 assumed the care, con- 
trol and treatment of all insane persons. Some mild insane 
were boarded at our City Farm until July ‘12th, 1904, the 
State Board of Insanity allowing the City of Pittsfield $2.80 
per week for each case. $1,094.69 paid for insane this year 
was for the care of the insane in the year 1903, and in the 
future the city will be relieved from direct cost of their 
support. 


HOSPITALS. 


Fifty-eight persons were supported at the different In- 
stitutions. At the Massachusetts Hospital for Epileptics 
there were 2; Hospital Cottages for Children, 1; Massachu- 
setts Hospital for Dipsomaniacs, 2; House of Mercy, 53. 
These persons were cared for at the expense of the City of 
Pittsfield for which Pittsfield paid $1,111. $323 was paid for 
people settled in Pittsfield and $98 for persons settled in other 
Cities and Towns in Massachusetts, and $690 was for those 
who had.no settlement within the Commonwealth and was 
charged to the State. Pittsfield is fortunate in having an in- 
stitution in which her sick poor can have as good treatment 
and care as is possible to obtain anywhere.

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CITY FARM. 


There is not a more beautiful situation in all Berkshire 
for a City Farm than the hill upon which the City of Pitts- 
field has established its home for the unfortunate poor. Its 
advantages are many. Nature has given her pure air, water 
and sunshine and the city certainly does its part by furnishing 
plenty of good and substantial food. 


The house is lighted by electricity and heated by steam. 
Of the six persons who died during the year, 4 were over 80 
years of age, and the average life of the six persons who died 
there was over 77 years. 


It would seem to us that more of the old people who we 
have been obliged to aid as Outside Poor, and who live in 
badly ventilated and poorly heated rooms, would give up the 
struggle and worry and accept our offer of a home at the 
City Farm, where they would be properly cared for. 


The number of inmates at the City Farm January ist, 
1904 were 55; 19 females and and 38 males. There were ad- 
mitted during the year 1904, 25, and dis charged 40; number 
of deaths, 6. Total number of inmates January Ist, 1905, 
were 34; 9 males and 25 females. Three of this number are 
epileptics. The oldest person died at the age of 88 and the 
youngest at 6o. The City Physician has made 37 calls at the 
City Farm. 


The Committee on Almshouse recommended to the City 
Council in May, 1904, that the name of the Almshouse be 
changed to that of the "City Farm" and by a vote of the 
City Council, August 1oth, 1904, the name of the Almshouse 
was changed to that of City Farm. The name is more ap- 
propriate for the farm home of the unfortunate poor where 
there are clean, warm and comfortable and are only required 
to do such work as their condition will allow. 


The improvements at the City Farm during the year in- 
cluded a telephone line to the Detention Hospital for the con- 
venience of the Board of Health and the friends of those who 
are sent there during an epidemic. Some necessary improve- 
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ments were made in the plumbing and to the walls of the 
main building, and a new windmill was constructed.

This service is most promptly and satisfactorily rendered by the 
Fire Department. Transportation was afforded eight hundred and 
eighty persons during the year. As this service was not installed 
until April, 1903, I therefore respectfully call your attention to the 
annual report of this department for the year ending Dec. 31st, 1902. 
which wil show that the sum paid for transportation was seven 
hundred and three dollars and twenty five cents, which amount is 
five hundred and twenty one dollars and seventy five cents in ex- 
cess of the expenditure for transportation for the year ending Dec. 
31st, 1904. One hundred and thirty dollars was received by the Dis- 
triet Clerk for the City, and paid to the City Treasurer for the use 
of the Patrol wagon. 

In addition to the good financial showing of this service is the 
effective and orderly manner in which persons arrested are now

The quarantine established by the Board of Health, and main- 
tained by this department, required one thousand, two hundred ana 
twenty four (1.224) hours service, at a cost of three hundred and 
forty ($340.00) dollars, which was paid from the annual order of 
appropriations for salaries of the Police Department. : 


SERVICES OF MAYOR'S WARRANT. 


Nine hundred and twenty males and eighty six female dogs were 
returned by the Assessors. Of this number seventy two could not. 
be found, forty one had left the City, thirty were dead, six were 
killed, eleven were lost, six were sold to persons residing in other 
towns, sixteen were killed by owners, three were shot by Police 
ofücers, making the total number of dogs returned eight hundred 
and twenty five. In addition to this number two hundred and ten 
dogs not returned were found by Officer Dean, making a total of 
nine hundred and forty eight males and eighty three female dogs, 
all of the aggregate number of one thousand and thirty one dogs in. 
the City, duly registered according to law. The taxes on five hun- 
dred and thirty five of this number were collected by Officer Dean 
who was detailed for this service. 

Two thousand, two hundred and thirty dollars was received by 
the City Clerk for taxes on dogs during the year. Forty two dol- 
lars and thirty six cents was paid for damage to sheep caused by 
dogs, which amount is three hundred and thirty five dollars and 
eighty four cents less than the sum paid during the year 1903. One 
thousand, five hundred and forty dollars and ninety four cents was 
apportioned the City from the dog fund. In addition to this amount 
cne hundred and ninety nine dollars was received and paid to the 
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Treasurer by the City Clerk, making the aggregate sum received by 
the City Treasurer, one thousand, six hundred and thirty nine dollars 


and ninety four cents. 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The present working schedule of the Police force of 18 Patrol- 
men provides for six details of ten, nine and eight hour tours. The 
Matron reports when called. The Chief and Captain at 9 A. M. and 
7 P. M. respectively. The present number is not suflicient to prop- 
erly protect the rights of persons and property in the City. As the 
ever increasing details for police service in all parts of the City, 
in connection with the numerous additional miscellaneous duties 
performed during the year, which requires the constant attention 
of two officers a large portion of their time, more regular patrol 
service is necessary at the Junction and also on the Wahconah 
Street Post. I would therefore most respectfully recommend the ap- 
pointment of at least two additional patrolmen to the present force. 
I would also suggest, with your permission, that the recommenda- 
tions in the reports of this department for the years 1902 and 1903 
for the installation of the Gamwell Signal system be carefully con- 
sidered by the Committee on Police, as I am strongly of the opinion 
that the adoption of this system by the City will prove to be a most 
valuable adjunct to the department and would also equip the service 
equal to the first class departments. It will be remembered that 
the call system was also to be installed, which would enable the de- 
partment to call the force to quarters immediately, if the 
occasion should require. It would certainly be money and 
time well expended if the police committee would visit cities where 
the system is now, and has been for many years installed, and care- 
fully examine the same. 


REMARKS. 


During the year 1,130 persons were arrested for all causes. 73 
of this number were arrested for second offences, making the total 
number of cases disposed of 1203. The number of persons arrested 
for drunkenness was 818, which is 115 less the number arrested for 
the same cause during the year ending December 31st, 1903. All 
complaints were promptly and carefully investigated and prosecu- 
tions have promptly followed when sufficient evidence could be pro- 
cured. 44 persons were discharged, many of which number were 
not arrested upon complaints made by this department. 

The laws and ordinances, especially the liquor laws are well 
observed throughout the City and very careful attention is given by 
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the department for the enforcement of the same. The outlying dis- 
tricts of the City are regularly and thoroughly looked over, especial- 
ly the tramp rendezvous, 44 of this class of offenders were found by 
the officers detailed for this service. Proceedings were brought 
against these persons for vagrancy. 15 sick or injured persons 
were cared for at the station under the direction of the City physi- 
cian, Dr. W. A. Millett. This service was at all times promptly and 
efficiently performed , 

The painstaking and faithful service rendered the department 
by the Police Matron, Mrs. Sarah M. Dean deserves the highest 
commendation. The duties require long hours at the Station and 
in the Court, of a nature which calls for the constant attention of 
the Matron when female persons are in custody. The compensa- 
tion for this service while the Matron is on duty should be the same 
as now paid the regular patrolmen. 

I desire to express my grateful acknowledgements to the mem- 
bers of this department for their faithful co-operation with me in 
the service of the City. The good discipline maintained and the 
efficient service performed is second to none, for which I am deep- 
ly indebted and sincerely appreciate. 'The co-operation of the 
Clerk of the District Court, Mr. Walter B. Smith, the Probation 
Officer, Mr. Chas. T. Plunkett, in the discharge of the duties of this 
office have been invaluable. 

To His Honor, Judge Joseph Tucker I am especially indebted 
for the uniform courtesy extended to me during all my years of 
Service as Chief of this department. 

To His Honor the Mayor and the Honorable City Council for 
the substantial support accorded me in maintaining the present 
high standard of discipline and in the discharge of the many duties 
of this office, I desire to express my sincere thanks.

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REPORT OF 


Inspector of Animals, Etc. 


To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council:— 
I herewith submit the report ot my work for the year 1904. 


There were issued thirty-six (36) licenses to milk dealers and 
the fees for the same, amounting to eighteen dollars ($18.00), have 
been paid to the City Treasurer. l 

During the year, one hundred and three (103) tests of milk and 
cream were made. Eighty (80) samples of milk were up to or 
above the legal standard, eight (8) fell below the standard and in 
one sample formaldehyde used as a preservative was present. 

The general inspection conducted in the fall resulted in the ex- 
amination of ten hundred and four (1,004) milch cows and five hun- 
dred and fifty (550) other neat animals, making a total of fifteen 
hundred and fifty-four (1,554) animals examined. One cow which 
showed symptoms of tuberculosis was quarantined and killed, but 
the post mortem examination showed the disease to be not of a con- 
tagious nature. 

The inspections of the local markets and slaughter houses have 
been conducted along the usual lines. In the slaughter houses one 
hundred and one (101) carcases have been inspected. Of these six 
were condemned on account of tuberculosis, and were sent to the 
local rendering establishment to be converted into fertilizer. The 
amount of beef thus condemned amounted to twenty-seven hundred 
and fifty (2,750) pounds. It ought to be remarked that of the car- 
cases condemned none were of Pittsfield animals, but were of ani- 
mals brought from surrounding towns. 

A number of complaints were received in regard to the meats 
and fish sold in the local markets. They were all duly investigated 
and in a few instances it was found that there was good ground for 
complaint. One instance of the sale of bob veal was discovered and 
a prosecution was conducted by the Chief of Police which resulted 
in the conviction and fining of two dealers.

As to contagious diseases, during the year there were two out- 
breaks of hog cholera. Quarantine restrictions were put in force 
and the spread of the disease prevented. Also two cases of sus- 
pected glanders in horses were reported, but on investigation the 
disease in each case proved to be of a non-contagious nature.

To His Honor the Mayor and the Honorable City Council: — 


Gentlemen:—The Board of Public Works submit herewith. 
their report of the work of the department for the year 1904. 
A considerable amount of work has been accomplished in each 
of the departments, but surface drainage has been given the 
most attention. The Board can now report that they have tak- 
en care of the surface in four sections which have suffered badly 
heretofore. Large drains have been built on Dalton Avenue, 
East and West Housatonic Streets, Center Street and New West 
Street. By the use of concrete construction, which will be giv- 
en further consideration in ¿his report, the Board were enabled 
to do a third more work with the funds at their disposal, than 
was anticipated. The water system has had the usual attention. 
given it, but other than the usual extensions asked for each year 
the laying of about 2900 feet of water pipe on Holmes Road, 
was the largest piece of work in this department. New Sewers. 
have been built, a list of which will be found on another page, 
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the most important being theMill Street sewer which cares for 
a large section near the Housatonic River. More sewer con- 
nections have been made than in any previous year which cam 
be attributed to the activity of the Board of Health. The 
Board have continued the work of separating the sewage from 
surface water drains amd there is now but a small portion un- 
done. ‘The year has been a busy one and the Board take par- 
donable pride in reporting that all the work done has been com- 
pleted within the appropriations made for the same. 


WATER WORKS. 


The following extensions have been made to the system tha 
past year:--West Housatonic and Worthington Streets, 1320 
feet; Market Street, 150 feet; Lincoln Terrace, 48 feet; Dart- 
mouth Street, 450 feet; Lenox Avenue, 200 feet; East Mill 
Street, 235 feet; Peck's Hill, 842 feet; Peck's Road, 305 feet; 
Calumet Street, 276 ft; Holmes Road, 2900 ft; West Housatonic 
Street and Worthington Streets as well as Market Street were 
laid with 8 inch pipe, Holmes Road with 4 inch and the balance 
of the extension was 6 inch. "The reservoirs have had their us- 
ual Spring and Fall cleaning. At Ashley reservoir a large 
quantity of rock was blasted out of the basin which increased 
its capacity about 600,000 gallons. A retaining wall was alsd 
built around the entire shore. As recommended by the Board 
in their last report some steps should be taken to secure ad- 
ditional storage for a distributing reservoir and to incidentally 
imcrease the water pressure. During the last ten years we have 
added to our water system about 18 miles of mains. Naturally 
the consumption has been greatly inereased. In the near fu- 
ture it might be the part of wisdom to build a new and higher 
dam at Ashley distributing reservoir and also to increase the 
area of the basin. In this connection considerable pressure 
might be obtained by increasing in size the main feeders of the 
system adjoining the East Street main. The total length of 
main pipe laid this year was 6876 feet. On these lines 11 stop 
gates were added. Ten steamer hydrants have been put in. 
Seven water meters were set making a total now in use of 177. 
Leaks to the number of 25 were reported and repaired on the 
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system. In concluding this section of the report the Board 
take occasion to say that in their opinion the receipts from the 
water department should be applied to the water debt and for 
the maintenance of the system. The net receipts last year were 
about $15,000 after paying all charges. 


WATER METERS. 


The wisdom of the meter system would seem to be so ap- 
parent as to obviate the necessity for a lengthy treatise on the 
subject at this time. A condition which is no longer theory 
confronts the City. "We must stop the excessive use and waste 
of water. With three or four dry years we might have to look 
for an additional supply, and in addition to this must be com- 
sidered the fact that our pumping bills are soaring higher all 
the time. Actual figures prove that we are caring for more 
sewage than cities in the eastern part of the state with popula- 
tions of 35,000 and 40,000. The Board heartily recommend the 
adoption of water meters on every service connection. It is 
well understood that this might be too large a projeet for ond 
year, but a quarter of the City might be metered the coming 
year. In the matter of revenue the City could lose nothing, 
and unless the water taker exercises due care in the use of the 
water an increase in receipts would accrue to the city. 


POLLUTION. 


This matter is so important, bearimg as it does upon the 
health of the community, that the Board have considered it im- 
perative to call the attention of the City Council to it each 
year. During the past year the Board have abolished the worst 
source of pollution on the City’s water supply. They have ac- 
quired the Michael Fassell property on Sackett Brook, the 
price paid being $2600. All the buildings which stood on the 
property have been razed. The sale of the buildings brought 
the Board about $200 leaving the net cost about $2400. The 
Board expect the coming year to do some more work along this 
line and the attention of your Honorable bodies will be brought 
to the matters as they mature.

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HIGHWAYS. 


The appropriation that is made for highways each year is 
generally about enough to keep them in repair and allows of 
little or no permanent or new work. The lack of gravel at any 
reasonable distance from the City becomes felt more each year. 
Good gravel costs on an average 75 cents a yard delivered on 
the street. "We shall have before many years to resort to the 
use of trap rock for street surfacing, or have gravel drawn in 
on cars from outlying districts. Some arrangements to this end 
might be made with the street railway companies, they to do it 
at night after the regular passenger traffic is over. In all 
about 5000 yards of gravel have been placed upon the streets of 
the city during the year. 


BRIDGE REPAIRS. 


The following bridges have been newly planked during the 
year:—The Lowden bridge on Pomeroy Avenue, the Noble 
bridge on Holmes Road, and the Chapel bridge at Barkerville. 
The abutments of the Hancock Road bridge near Miss Church- 
ill’s were relaid and the surface covered with 3 inch plank. 
Several of the large bridges have been scraped and painted. As 
the safety of our bridges is all important, the Board had them 
all examined the past season and a report of their condition 
made by H. L. Norton, Bridge Engineer of Springfield, Mass. 
Most of them were in good condition. 


GRANITE BLOCK PAVING. 


The Board have done the following granite block paving, 
the blocks being those taken from the paved streets last year:—-

CATCH BASINS. 


There have been added to the surface drainage system dur- 
ing the year 37 new catch basins, making a total now in use 344. 
The care of these basins is getting to be quite an item as it re- 
quires the services of three men and a team almost daily during 
the season to care for them. The Board have used concrete in 
the construction of the new basins which is a large saving in 
cost over brick construction. The forms for the different bas- 
ins as stated in our last report were purchased last year and are 
in practically as good condition as new. 


TELFORD ROADS. 


Telford roads have been built in the following locations:— 
Francis Avenue near Circular Avenue, 150 feet, 
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West St. easterly from Parker Avenue, 460 feet. 
Barkerville Road at So. Mountain St., 700 feet. 
Elm Street near Pleasure Park, 150 feet. 


The Board have found this the best method of construction 
in swampy or hardpan soil and more of it should be done each 
GRADING WELLER AVENUE. 


A portion of this street lying between Lenox Avenue and 
Briggs Avenue, was accepted by the City Council the present 
year and an appropriation of $150 made for working the same. 
The street was turnpiked, banks terraced off, a piece of cobble 
Stone gutter put in on the north side, and gravel sidewalks built 
on both sides of the street. Considering the size of the appro- 
priation a good job was done. 


BRIGGS HILL SIDEWALK. 


The sidewalk on the south side of West Street, from a point 
near the residence of Mrs. George P. Briggs has been a con- 
dition to at times almost render it unsafe. Elm tree roots grew 
upon the surface making the footing very rough. The roots 
were grubbed out, the banks terraced to the traveled way, bould- 
ers removed, and a good gravel walk built as far westerly as the 
Anson P. Griffin place. 


BARKERVILLE ROAD. 


To do a thorough piece of work on this highway would ne- 
cessitate a large expenditure of money. The ground is of a wet 
hardpan nature and in the Spring and Fall is a veritable quag- 
mire. With the money at their disposal the Board picked out 
the worst spots, excavated about 18 inches and put in a stone 
road. 'The stone was taken from an old wall and was secured 
by giving the owner wire and posts for a new fence. This 
works to our advantage as it will save the City money on snow 
bills, this spot being badly drifted after each storm. 


STEARNSVILLE BRIDGE. 


The bridge on the Stearnsville Road just westerly of the 
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store of F. A. Smith was widened about ten feet by the addition 
of two I beams and carrying out the abutments and wing walls 
on the north side. This bridge carries considerable traffic and 
the improvement is marked. 

t 


MERRIAM STREET DRAIN. . 


This work has in view the ultimate re-building of the drain 
which carries the surface water from the lands west of Merriam 
Street, across Merriam St., South Onota St., Jordan Avenue, and 
private lands to the river. The drain was originally built by 
private enterprise, but the outlet has never been sufficiently 
large. After complying with the provisions of the Law the Board 
took by eminent domain a piece of land from Freeman Jordan 
on which to build an outlet. The new outlet is 157 feet long, 
30 inches in diameter and is built of gravel concrete. "The out- 
let is connected to the old drain by an 18 inch Akron pipe. 
Rights of way have been secured from the property owners on 
the whole line of the drain and the city may rebuild the rest of 
the drain at its option. 


FOURTH STREET GUTTERS. 


At the southerly side of the railroad bridge on Fourth 
Street a large volume of water is precipitated upom the street 
from the railroad. This is surface water that has been gathered 
on the streets southerly of the railroad and ran on to its loca- 
tion, pending the construction of a drain, in some future 
time to the Silver Lake, and the Board not having sufficient 
funds to do the work this year, paved gutters were laid on the 
west side from the bridge to Silver Lake. This has improved 
conditions as the roadway no longer washes at this point. 


COLUMBUS AVENUE GUTTERS. 


Cobble stone gutters have been laid on both sides of Col- 
umbus Avenue from Onota Street to the Housatonic River. 
The cost of the work was $297. 
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LENOX AVENUE REPAIRS. 


Lenox Avenue from Wahconah Street to Weller Avenue 
was worked to the established grade. Paved gutters were put 
in on both sides of the street. A gravel walk was built on the 
westerly side of the street from Weller Avenue to Pontoosuc 
Avenue. This thoroughfare is much used in reaching St. 
Charles Chureh and the improvement is much appreciated, 


PARKER AVENUE LEDGE. 


| At a point opposite the Treadwell place on Parker Avenua 

a dangerous ledge has been removed from the highway. It was 
almost impossible for a horse to secure a footing at this point 
previously. The stone taken from the ledge was used in the 
construction of a piece of Telford Road on West St., westerly, 
from Parker Avenue. 


BURBANK PARK. 


As stated by the Board of Publie Works in their last report 
little can be accomplished at this place without expending con- 
siderable money. To make the place suitable for park purposes 
as its name implies means a large outlay. The Board have had 
the dead wood and undergrowth removed, posted signs warning 
persons against vandalism, and are of the opinion that until 
such time as the City is prepared to do a finished job here, that 
it is poor economy to do more than keep the place in repair. 


PARK AND COMMON. 


= The Park and Common have had the usual care bestowed 
upon them. The Common should be provided with settees for 
the use of women and children. The place is ideally located 
tor a breathing spot and should be made attractive. In connec- 
tion with the matter the Doard are of the opinion that it would 
be good policy to have one of the men who cares for the 
grounds appointed a special police officer. This would tend to 
do away with a large number of objectionable characters 
who would use the benches to the exclusion of women and chil- 
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dren. No expense would attach to it as the man employed 


would be one of the laborers who has the care of the Park and 
common. | 


BURBANK STREET DRAIN. 


The primary cause for the building of this drain was to 
care for the roof water from the New Orchard Street school 
building. The Board constructed the drain of suffcient size to 
care for all the surface water that collects in this section. A fif- 
teen inch Akron pipe was connected with the Park Street system 
at the corner of Burbank and North Streets. This was carried 
to the junction of Orchard and First Street and connections 
made with the school buildings. Four basins were built on the 


line. 
CENTER STREET DRAIN. 


The capacity of this drain was enlarged from the manhole 
at the corner of West and New West Streets by removing the 
covering and adding from twelve to eighteen inches of brick- 
work. There is an old iron cylinder which forms part of this 
drain and this had become badly sagged. "Three hundred and 
seventy feet of this was raised 12 inches and ome hundred and 
thirty feet 18 inches. A portion of new brick sewer was built 
.at the West Street end to take the water from West Street. The 
total length of sewer laid was 1368 feet. 


DALTON AVENUE DRAIN. 


A surface water drain was built from Tyler Street, through 
Daltcn Avenue to Kellogg Street, through Kellogg Street, and 
across the land of the Stanley Electric Mfg. Co., to the culvert 
under the Boston & Albany Railroad, the total length being 
1705 feet. The sewer is 30 inches in diameter and is built of 
gravel concrete. On this line there were built ten concrete 
manholes and sixteen concrete catch basins. All the basins 
were connected with the main line with Akron pipe. The ap- 
propriation made for this drain carried it cnly as far as the cor- 
ner of Kellogg Street had the sewer been built of iron pipe. 
Concrete was used instead and by its use the Board were able to 
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carry the work as far as Tyler Street. The estimate for this 
work was 8,100. The Board did the whole work with an ex- 
penditure of about $5,125, thus saving to the City about $2,600. 


SIDEWALKS. 


New concrete walks have been comstructed as follows:— 
North Street, west side from Russell Terrace to Charles St., 
Daniels Avenue, east side, from Columbus Avenue to Union St., 
John Street, west side, from Linden Street to Columbus Ave- 
nue, Allen Street, front of Central Fire Station, Curtis Street, 
north side, from Winter St., to Brown St., Second St., east side, 
from Fenn St. to Silver St. 'The greater portion of North 
Street on the east side was re-surfaced with concrete from the 
south line of the Geer property to the north line of the England 
block. Considerable work was also done in re-surfacing con- 
crete walks in other portions of the City as well as the re-sur- 
facing of a number of gravel walks. 


CROSSWALKS. 


New Crosswalks have been laid in the following locations:— 
One aeross Wendell Avenue at Broad Street. 
One across Broad Street at Wendell Avenue. 
One aeross South St., at George Street. 
One across Second St., at Pond Street. 
One across Linden St., at Daniels Avenue. 
One across Hurlbut St., at South Church Street. 


REPAIR OF BUILDINGS. 


Extensive repairs were made during the year to the City 
Hall and they were sadly needed. The offices of the Mayor, and 
adjoining rooms, City Clerk, Assessors, and the lower and up- 
per halls were thoroughly renovated, painted and papered. The 
colors used were white and green for the most part and give a 
pleasing effect. Inlaid lincleum was put down on the main 
floors. It will be necessary during the coming year to make re- 
pairs to the office of the Superintendent of Schools, the joists 
under that portion of the building having been found to be con- 
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siderably decayed. Some of the other offices will need freshening 
up somewhat but no extensive work is anticipated along this 
line. 


EAST AND WEST HOUSATONIC STREET DRAIN. 


A surface drain 30 inches in diameter and constructed of 
gravel concrete was built from the corner of West Housatonic 
Street and Center Street, in West Housatonie Street, across 
South St., to the corner of East Housatonic St. and Wendell 
Avenue. The total length of the drain was 1442 feet. This 
will greatly relieve surface water conditions at the point. What 
was true of Dalton Avenue Drain in the matter of cost is equal- 
ly so of this piece of work. The estimate of the cost of doing 
the work with iron pipe and brick and the appropriation which 
was made for the same was $8,600. The Board are pleased to 
report that the whole work was done for about $5,900, thus saving 
to the City about $2,700 which was transferred to other depart- 
ments of the City work. 


NEW WEST STREET DRAIN. 


A 24 inch Akron pipe drain was laid from the westerly line 
of New West Street across land of Gilbert West and Mill Street 
to the Housatonic River. A twelve inch line was also carried 
northerly on New West Street to West Street and two catch 
basins connected with it. The grade on this street is very flat 
and it was impossible to raise the street sufficiently to carry off 
the water which stood in pools after each storm. 


STREET SWEEPING. 


The paving of North and other streets makes necessary the 
employment of a force of six men steadily during the Summer 
season. The Board have found that the best results in keeping 
the pavements clean are obtained by sweeping by hand during 
the day, the removal of the manure and slime, and sweeping 
with horse sweepers about once a week. It has cost about $2500 
during the year for cleaning the paved streets. The refuse tak- 
en up was sold and has netted the Board about $200.

STREET SWEEPERS. 


The Board have purchased for the City two, two horse 
street sweepers.After going into the matter thoroughly and get- 
ting the experiences of other cities, the Board decided upon the 
purchase of an Austin and also a Havss sweeper. The cost was 
about $600 for both machines and they have worked satisfactor- 
ily 


VAULT INTERIORS. 


The Board acting under the direction of your Honorable 
Bodies have had steel fittings installed in the vaults in the office 
of the City Clerk and the Board of Assessors. The work was 
done by the Art Metal Construction Company of Jamestown, 
N. Y. and the cost was $578. The preservation of the City’s 
records to posterity is of vital importance and the Board are 
pleased to report that all of the City’s records are now kept in 
steel encased vaults with the exception of the Board of Public 
Works and the City Engineer’s office. These should have steel 
fittings installed during the coming year. 


LIGHTING STREETS. 


The street lighting for the city has been done by the Pittsfield 
Electria Company under contract. During the year the City 
Council have established 7 arc lights and 36 incandescent. 
There is nothing that gives the citizens more satisfaction than 
street lights and the Board are of the opinion that any reason- 
able request. for the same should be granted. 


INSURANCE. 


The expenditure for insurance the past year was $940. All 
the buildings of the city are kept insured. As the steam heat- 
ing in the Police Station and City Hall is done by the Pittsfield 
Electric Company the Board canceled the boiler insurance on, 
these two boilers. 
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The Board brought this matter to the attention of your 
Honorable Board in their last report but no action was taken 
in the matter. Although the matter has been arranged by an 
appropriation made during the present month and will be re- 
ported upon next year, the Board may state at this time that 
the Contract has been let and the work will soon be under way. 
'The job was awarded to the Eagle Printing and Binding Com- 
pany and the price for which they will do the work is $300.

REPAIR AND CARE SEWERS. 


The trank and lateral sewer were flushed and repaired 
last Spring and again during the Fall. A good deal of the sur- 
face water which found its way into the sewers in the vicinity 
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of Silver Lake has been checked by digging up at the joints of 
the pipeand putting in lead joints instead of the cement which was 
used when the pipe was laid. The most extensive piece of work 
in connection with this appropriation was the repair of the old 
sewer outlet near the Helliwell Mills. The old wooden box that 
has acted as an outlet was badly rotted. This was taken out 
and a concrete sewer 4 feet in diameter was laid for a distance 
of about 450 feet. The records in connection with the old sew- 
ers are of little use as no plans were made of them when they 
were laid. This necessitates the digging up of the sewer in sev- 
eral places to ascertain its location whenever it becomes neces- 
sary to make repairs. Plans and surveys should be made of the 
old sewers, and there should be manholes put in on the line so 
that they could be properly flushed. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The following facts in the matter of the disposal of the 
sewage of the City are taken from the report of the Mass. State 


Board of Health. 
PITTSFIELD. 


Population in 1900, 21,766. 

The city of Pittsfield is situated in the water-shed of the 
. Housatonic River. The population is located principally in the 
valleys of the east and west branches of this stream, just above 
their junction. 

A public water supply was introduced into the city in 1855, 
and water is at present taken from several mountain streams, 
from which it is supplied by gravity. At the end of the year 
1903 there were 66.4 miles of distributing mains in use, with 
which there were about 4,000 connections. No records are kept 
of the quantity of water used. 


SEWERAGE SYSTEM. 


The sewage of the city at the present time is collected by 
a system of pipe sewers into two main sewers constructed of 
brick, known respectively as the east and west trunk sewers, one 
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following the valley of the east branch and the other that of 
the west branch of the Housatonic River, which convey the sew- 
age to a pumping station situated near the junction of these 
branches, whence the sewage is pumped to a filtration area in the 
southern portion of the city, where it is purified by intermittent 
filtration, the effluent being discharged into the Housatonic 
River. 

The system has been built chiefly since 1890, and has been 
constructed on the separate plan, but previous to 1890 many 
sewers and drains had been constructed to remove both sewage 
and surface water, some of which are still in use. For the most 
part the old sewers are used as storm-water drains, but much 
sewage finds its way into them, and at the present time a quan- 
tity of somewhat dilute sewage, amounting to about 600,000 
gallons per day, is discharged from a system of drains into the 
west branch of the Housatonic River, near West Housatonic 
Street. 

The total length of sewers constructed at the end of the 
year 1903 was 31.7 miles, and there were at that time 1,827 
buildings connected with the sewers. The total population con- 
tributing sewage at the end of 1903 was estimated to be about 
15,000. '. 


QUANTITY OF SEWAGE. 


Purification works were constructed in 1901 and completed 
im 1902, and records of the quantity of sewage pumped have 
been kept throughout the year 1903. A summary of these rec- 
ords is presented in the following table: —

In some sections of the city the sewers are laid in soil con- 
taining a large : quantity of water, and there is a very large 
leakage into the sewers in these places at certain seasons of the 
year. In one section, where the main sewer passes near a pond, 
the sewer is built of cast-iron pipe with lead joints, in order to 


exclude ground «water. 


Several manufacturing establishments are connected with 
the sewers, the most important of which is a woolen mill from 
which large quantities of wool scouring waste are discharged 


into the sewers. 


TREATMENT OF THE SEWAGE BEFORE FILTRATION. 


The sewage, before entering the reservoir at the pumping 
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station, discharges into a «screen chamber in which there are 
two sets of screens, one in front of the other. The first screen 
through which the sewage passes is built of iron rods, with 
open spaces between them of 1 inch. The area of this screen 
is about 30 square feet, and it is so arranged that this area is 
available at all times. The second screen is of the same area 
end consists of iron rods with open spaces between them of 
three-quarters of an inch. The screens are cleaned by means 
of rakes, the quantity of screenings removed being about two 
wheel-barrow loads each day. 2 

From the screen chamber the sewage passes into three cov- 
ered masonry reservoirs, having a combined capacity of 1,500,000 
gallons, designed to store the flow of sewage at night, so that 
the pumps need be operated only during the day. Each reser- 
voir is 200 feet in length and 30 feet in width, and the maxi- 
mum depth of sewage provided for is 14 feet. The reservoirs are 
not designed to intercept any of the solid matter in the 
sewage, but are so arranged that as much as possible of the 
solid matter which settles to the bottoms of the reservoirs will 
pass to the pumps each day as the reservoirs are emptied. It 
has not been necessary to clean the reservoirs as yet, and in- 
spection shows that very little solid matter has accumulated in 
their bottoms. 

The pumping plant; consists of one horizontal triplex pow- 
er pump driven by an electric motor, the power being supplied 
by an electric light company. 'l'he pump has a nominal capacity 
of 5,000,000 gallons per day, and the pumping station has been 
arranged so that another set of machinery may be introduced 
when it becomes necessary. Some trouble was experienced in 
the beginning with the electric motor by which the pump was 
operated, and it was occasionally necessary to discharge sewage 
into the river while repairs were being made in the machinery. 
During the past year, however, the pumping plant appears to 
have operated satisfactorily. 

The force main from the pumping station to the filtration 
area is constructed of cast-iron pipe 24 inches in diameter and 
11,476 feet in length, the difference in elevation between the 
storage reservoirs and the filtration area being about 40 feet. 
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The line of the force main follows approximately the contour 
of the surface of the ground, and at low points blow-ofís are 
provided so that the pipe can be emptied when necessary. After 
the pumps are stopped at night much of the sewage in the 
force main remains there until pumping is resumed, and the 
quantity of sewage held in the force main in this way is about 
270,000 gallons. When the pumps 'are operated at their nor- 
mal rate the velocity through the force main is about 2.4 feet 
per second. 

The sewage remaining in the force main over night is 
somewhat stronger than the average, and the first sewage 
drawn from the reservoir in the morning is also strong, due to 
the accumulation of solid matter in the pump well during the 
night. After the sewage remaining in the force main has been 
discharged and the heavy sewage collecting in the pump well 
over night has been delivered at the filter beds the sewage be- 
comes much weaker, until toward the end of the pumping, when 
the solid matter toward the bottom of the reservoir is again 
drawn into the force main. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE FILTER BHDS. 


The area purchased by the city for sewage-disposal pur- 
poses comprises about 100 acres, which was originally a nearly 
level sandy plain adjoining the Housatonic River just above the 
boundary line between Pittsfield and Lenox. The area is bord- 
ered on the east by the Housatonie River and on the west by 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford railroad, and its gen- 
eral elevation is perhaps 30 feet above the level of the river, 
which flows at the the foot of a steep bluff. The nearest dwell- 
ing house is half a mile from the filter beds and there are very 
few houses within a mile. 

Upon this area 29 filter beds have been constructed, hav- 
ing a combined area of 24.78 acres, the actual area of the filter 
bed surfaces, exclusive of the embankments, being 21.67 acres. 
The filter beds were prepared by removing the soil and subsoil 
from the surface of the ground, this material being used in 
making the embankments. | 
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The following table gives the average results of analyses of 
samples of sand collected from the middle of each of the filter 
beds at various depths:—

A considerable portion of the land not yet used for filtra- 
tion purposes contains coarser soil than that found in some of 
the filter beds. 


UNDERDRAINAGE. 


The filter beds are arranged approximately in five rows ex- 
tending from the railroad to the river, and through the centre 
of each row is a line of main underdrain discharging at the edge 
of the steep bluff bordering the river. Connected with each of 
the main underdrains there are lines of 3-inch lateral drains 
about 35 feet apart in each of the filter beds and about 4 feet 
beneath the surface. 


METHOD OF OPERATING THE FILTERS. 


Sewage is distributed to the filler beds by means of pipes 
laid in the embankments between the beds, with about 4 out- 
lets discharging upon each bed. 'l'hese outlets are pipes about 8 
inches in diameter, and, in order to check the velocity of the 
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sewage and prevent it from washing holes in the beds, an apron 
of concrete has been constructed in front of each of the outlets 
in which a stone slab has been laid, rising about 2 inches above 
the level of the concrete. A baffle board hinged back of the 
outlet rests upon this stone and further assists in checking the 
velocity of the sewage. 

The ordinary rate of pumping is about 200,000 gallons per 
hour, so that the surface of a filter bed can be flooded quickly, 
and, as the beds have been kept level, the sewage is distributed 
quite evenly at all times. 

As previously stated, the character of th^ sewage discharged 
at the filtration area varies considerably during the time of 
pumping, the strongest sewage being that which reaches the fil- 
tration area during the first portion of each day's pumping, and 
as this portion of the sewage contains a much greater quantity 
of solid matter, which tends to clog the filter beds, 9 beds have 
been reserved to receive this heavy sewage, the remaining beds 
receiving the remainder of the sewage during other portions of 
the day. By this means the accumulation of solid matter upon 
the surfaces of the beds is confined chiefly to those which re- 
ceive the heavy sewage, which require frequent raking, while 
the other beds need less frequent attention. 

In addition to the regular filter beds two other beds have 
been prepared by throwing up rough embankments about them, 
and each is connected with one of the beds used to receive the 
heavy sewage. The soil was removed from these beds and the 
surfaces were ploughed, but they were not graded. Large quan- 
tities cf the heavy sewage have been discharged upon these beds. 

The usual method of operating the beds is to apply the 
sewage to two, three or four beds at a time, giving each bed a 
«dose of about 200,000 gallons. In the winter only one bed is 
used at a time, and the flow is diverted from bed to bed hourly, 
giving each of the beds a dose of about 200,000 gallons. In this 
way, with an ordinary flow of sewage, each bed receives a dose 
-of 200,000 gallons once in three days. With the average flow 
of sewage the rate of filtration over the entire area is about 
66,000 gallons per acre per day. 
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Records have been kept of the distribution of sewage on 
the beds, and from these records the following table has been 
prepared, which gives the quantity of sewage flowing to each of 
the beds and the number of doses as well as the average and 
maximum doses for the yean 1903:— |

The beds which receive the heavy sewage are cleaned three 
or four times a month during the warmer portion of the year 
in weather when it is practicable to clean them. The other 


beds are cleaned only twice a year, once in the spring and again 
in the fall.

In winter the beds are furrowed, and no trouble has been 
experienced in the disposal of the sewage at such times, not- 
withstanding the fact that very low temperatures continue for 
periods of many days. The records show temperatures running 
below zero continuously for periods of one week, and there are 
occasional periods of two or three days when the maximum 
temperature recorded during the twenty-four hours is below 
Zero. 


CHARACTER OF THE SEWAGE. 


The quantity of manufacturing waste discharged into the 
Pittsfield sewers is probably not large in proportion to the whole 
quantity, but this waste is derived from wool scouring and cloth 
washing, and greatly increases the strength of the sewage. 

Owing to the storage of the sewage in the reservoir, and 
its discharge through the pumps and force main, as described, 
its character changes considerably in its course from the sewers 
to the filter beds. The variation in strength of the sewage at 
different hours of the day has already been referred to. 

The average character of the sewage, as shown by the aver- 
age of.chemical analyses of monthly samples collected in 1908, 
is given in the following table:—

CHARACTER OF THE EFFLUENT. 


The effluent from the Pittsfield sewage-disposal works, as 
already indicated, is discharged at the edge of a high bluff, 
whence it flows into the Housatonic River. Practically no 
ground water enters the underdrains, so that the effluent repre- 
sents the purified sewage diluted only by the rainfall upon the 
surfaces of the filters. 

The average of monthly analyses of samples of the effluent 
from these works collected in 1903 is given in the following 
table:—

COST OF MAINTENANCE OF THE FILTERS. 


The eost of maintenance of the filtration area at Pittsfield 
during the year 1903 was $1,300. The cost of operating the 
pumping station was $4,700, of which the chief item was elec- 
tric power, amounting to $2,500, or $4.71 per million gallons of 
sewage pumped. 


CONCRETE CONSTRUCTION. 


Acting upon the experience gained by the Board last year 
in the use cf concrete construction instead of brick for the 
building of manholes and catch basins the policy has been con- 
tinued this year. At the beginning of the year the Board's posi- 
tion had not been definitely determined upon so that the estimates 
were given the Finance Committee on brick construction. 4 
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comparative cost of the brick and concrete construction fol- 
lowa:— : 


30 in. Concrete, 6 in. thick laid in trench, $1.18 per linear foot. 
30 in. Akron pipe F. O. B. Pittsfield, - $2.805 per linear ft 
30 in. Cast Iron pipe F. O. B. Pittsfield, $2.89 per linear foot. 
48 in. Concrete, 8 in. thick laid in trench, $2.44 per linear foot. 
48 in. Cast Iron pipe F. O. B. Pittsfield, — $4.96 per linear foot. 


The prices for concrete include the laying in place, while 
the prices on the Akron and iron pipes were simply the price 
F. O. B. cars at Pittsfield. The price of the iron pipe was tak- 
en as $24.68 per gross ton. The cost of the forms for the con- 
crete sewer have not been included as they are in the nature of 
a permanent investment. Proportions used in concrete were 
generally one part Portland cement to six parts of gravel. We 
have been very fortunate in being able to secure good gravel 
that contained the proper proportion of sand, and that could be 
used without expensive screening. If we had been obliged to 
buy broken stone it would have cost us considerably more. As 
gravel of the quality which we would require for this purpose 
is very limited, it might be wise policy to consider the purchase 
cf a portable stone crusher and the use of local stone on the 
work. 

Last years practice of making catch-basins and manholes 
of conerete has heen continued, with the exception of some few 
basins which cn ‘account of having to build special forms for 
them, were constructed of brick. 


THE WEST STREET BRIDGE. 


The Pittsfield Electrie Street Railway Company having a 
franchise through West Street and across the west branch of the 
Housatonic River, it became necessary that they make provis- 
icn for crossing the same with their tracks. As the old high- 
way bridge at this point was not one that the City would care to 
maintain indefinitely it was thought best that the city should 
unite with the Company in building one bridge that would be 
adequate for both. It was therefore decided to build a union 
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bridge for which the Company would pay one-third as provided 
for in their franchise. The Board determined to build a con- 
crete steel bridge and Mr. Leonard C. Wason, President of the 
Aberthaw Construction Co., was commissioned to draw a design 
for the same. This was submitted to the Railroad Commission 
for their approval and after securing bids on construction the 
Board awarded the contract to the W. N. Flynt Granite Co., of 
Monson, Mass. The work was commenced on November 14th., 
and the last section of the arch was put in on December 16th, 
the work being completed to the top of the spandrel walls three 
or four days later. The concrete has been carefully protected 
from the weather and we are now awaiting for it to set sufficient- 
ly to open a roadway for ordinary highway travel. 

The bridge has a clear span of 32 1-2 feet and is in the form 
of an arch. It will have a roadway forty feet wide between 
curbs, and two sidewalks each seven feet wide. The railings 
are to be of concrete steel construction similar to the rest of the 
work. These will be built in the Spring. ‘The Board secured 
the services of Mr. Benjamin Hanson as inspector on the work 
and his experience gained while with the Aberthaw Company 
by whom he was formerly employed, was of inestimable value to 
the Board on this work. The cost of the bridge has not been 
definitely arrived at but will probably be in the neighborhood 
of $6500.

School Committees' Report. 


To the Mayor and City Council of Pittsfield: 


GENTLEMEN :—The completion of the new Orchard 
Street school building is a splendid addition to our school 
accommodations and creditable to the building committee and 
architect, being most convenient and up to date in all its 
details. 

The overcrowding of the schools is now obviated and a 
new building will not be needed for some time, unless it 
should be advisable to provide for the children in the south- 
east part of the city. The children from that section as far 
as the Pleasure Park are now obliged to come in to the Fenn 
Street, or the William B. Rice schools. A building located 
between Dawes Avenue and Elm Street would be most con- 
venient for the residents of that growing section of the city. 

During the year there has been a change in Superin- 
tendents. Dr. Eugene Bouton, who has held that office for 
ten years and under whose administration the schools have 
made great progress, has gone to Glenn Ridge, N. J. At 
the annual meeting Mr. Charles A. Byram was elected Super- 
intendent and began his duties September Ist. 

Mr. Byram has been principal of our High School for 
twelve years and his ability to fill the important office to 
which he has been chosen is unquestioned, and we believe the 
standard of the schools, which is now high, will be main- 
tained and continue to improve. 

The time has arrived when manual training should be 
introduced into our schools, as required by law. We suggest 
that a small appropriation be made this year in order to give 
this work a trial in the schools. 

The success of the Kindergartens is manifest, and we 
hope for the same liberal support that has been given them 
during the past year.

Superintendent's Report. 


To the School Committee :

It has been the policy of your Superintendent to depart 
very slightly, during his brief term of office, from the policy 
of his predecessor under whose care the schools of the city 
have noticeably improved. Whatever changes thus far in- 
augurated have been prompted by a desire to secure a more 
perfect grading, and in nearly every instance, have been 
suggested and strongly recommended by the teachers most 
closely connected with the studies concerned. Perhaps it is 
too early yet to determine whether these changes have been 
for the good of our schools, but it is the opinion of the Super- 
intendent and teachers alike that they are. 

All who accept a position whether elective or appointive 
in our school system, owe it to their constitutents to make as 
thorough study of the school problems as their time will admit. 
I am happy to state that this is preeminently true of the 
citizens constituting our School Board. Although busy men, 
they yet find time to make a study of matters of a pedagog- 
ical character. This is as it should be. In this manner the 
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Committee are the better able to understand the problems of 
school work, the particular objects attempted, and above all 
a far closer familiarity with the system as a whole. 


MANNERS AND MORALS. 


I offer no excuse in placing this topic before the more 
formal studies of school life. To be the means of inspiring 
one's pupils to a high sense of morality is the highest calling 
in life. This culture and its results, meager though they 
may appear, cannot be tabulated in percentages: it is a por- 
tion of the pupil's being, a part of the fabric he carries with 
him when he leaves his school to assume the sterner duties 
and responsibilities of life. Part of this training comes from 
the daily drill of the class-room, but far more from the 
kindly admonition, encouragement and personality of the 
teacher who daily comes in contact with the child during the 
impressionable period of his life. To inspire higher thoughts, 
nobler motives and more serious aims and duties is the golden 
opportunity of every teacher. 


I. 
INSTRUCTION. 


THE KINDERGARTENS. 


At present there are Kindergartens, maintained at the 
expense of the City, located at Russell and at Fenn Street. 
The appropriation of last vear's City Council of $1,800.00 
has been sufficient to allow these two schools to continue 
their work during the year. Mrs. William L. Adam has, as 
heretofore, acted in the capacity of supervisor with rare skill 
and success. A more comprehensive account of their work 
will be found in Mrs. Adam's special report to which your 
attention is called. 

It is fortunate that these schools, which in a sense are 
the foundation of our school structure, are in the hands of 
so capable and conscientious teachers. Not alone have the 
Kindergartens been well cared for, but they have done much 
in disseminating the "Kindergarten idea." 
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I firmly believe that it would be a move in the right 
direction to open another such school in the new Orchard 
Street building. If such should be done and pupils admitted 
to the lowest primary grade in September only, I am con- 
vinced it would be of advantage to our schools. 

The Kindergarten, when properly conducted, is an ideal 
community in which there is no discipline, but where disci- 
pline everywhere abounds. If the children learned nothing 
more save to govern themselves and to respect the rights of 
others—two features especially prominent in the ideal Kin- 
dergarten—the right of such a school to exist needs no furth- 
er nor more convincing argument. 


THE GRADES. 


ARITHMETIC. 


It is always easy to criticize any course of 
study, but quite another matter to substitute improvement 
therefor. I have, however, become convinced that our work 
in some of the lower grades is not of a character calculated 
to develop the child’s mathematical ability. I refer more es- 
pecially to the work of the third and fourth grades. 

No department of school work needs more careful atten- 
tion, both as regards teaching and matter taught, than this 
subject. It is all important, therefore, that this study be most 
carefully considered. It appears to me that the work of the 
grades mentioned should be confined to the simpler processes 
of thought and reasoning which are easily within the grasp 
of the child. In these years a foundation can be laid for more 
rapid and systematic work later in the course. The work of 
these grades should consist largely of the fundamental pro- 
cesses, so-called, an intimate acquaintance with the multipli- 
cation table, and a development of both accuracy and rapidity 
in the computation of problems within the grasp of the child. 
The more intricate processes of reasoning and analysis can 
wisely be deferred until the fifth grade, when the more formal 
study should properly begin. At this period of the child’s 
school career, the work should become more intensive and as 
practical as possible, inasmuch as, in many instances, his 
school life is limited. 
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In this connection and during the latter grades of the 
grammar course the subject of mental arithmetic should re- 
ceive considerable attention. There is no better means of de- 
veloping the reasoning faculties of the pupils than by the use 
of some good text in this department of mathematics. I 
would sav that its most proper place is in the third, fourth, 
eighth and ninth grades, thus leaving the intermediate years 
for the essentials unimpeded. 

In practical business, the processes acquired in schools 
are often of very little value, because they lack the directness 
and natural processes of the business man. It thus becomes 
the teacher of Arithmetic to adopt the natural methods of the 
counting room whenever this can be done in the place of more 
mechanical processes usually found in schools. A student 
who has been thoroughly trained in this way is likely to be a 
master of the situation, being able to formulate his own rules 
and principles—methods he very rarely forgets or fails to un- 
derstand. 

I would advocate a most thorough preparation of the 
fundamentals in the lower grades; an elimination of the reas- 
oning processes until the child's mind is mature enough to 
comprehend fully the import of such problems, and lastly a 
thorough drill in the higher grades of the abstract without 
which proficiency in arithmetic 1s impossible. I would advo- 
cate also a careful grading to the end that pupils may not lose 
heart and become discouraged before they have become con- 
scious of their arithmetical powers. 


READING. 


Two distinct objects are aimed at in our work in reading 
—to acquire a taste for the best in literature and to become 
good readers. The essentials of the latter are a clear enunci- 
ation, a comprehensive idea of what is read, a pleasing quality 
of tone, and a proper expression. 

It is quite as important that the reading lesson should be 
as carefully prepared as anv other study. The lesson should 
be assigned beforehand and the pupils should be required to 
study it thoroughly. No reading lesson can be thoughtfully 
prepared without the use of a dictionary as an aid in deter- 
mining the proper definition and prounuciation of all unfa- 
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miliar words. In this way only can the child make himself 
familiar with the author's thought without which reading 
lacks its best quality—expression. 

Before the reading begins, the teacher should satisfy her- 
self as to whether the child understands the author's mean- 
ing. The teacher can best accomplish this by asking the child 
to give, in his own words, the prominent thoughts of the par- 
agraph. Whatever of criticism appears necessary should be 
made by the teacher. General criticism is seldom helpful or 
judicious. 

The importance of Supplementary Reading as an aid in 
reading understandingly cannot be over estimated. Especial- 
ly is this true in classes composed largely of poor readers. 
They have a stimulating effect seldom obtained in readers de- 
signed for more formal studv. Great care should be taken in 
the selection of this class of literature, to see that they are 
adapted to the capabilities of the child, and, so far as possible, 
have some further educational aim in view. 


SPELLING. 


Poor spelling is the bane of all school work. Its pres- 
ence betokens a careless individual and oftentimes poor teach- 
ing as well. I am happy to state, however, that I find our 
pupils’ exercises reasonably correct in this particular, and, if 
I mistake not, the pupils in our schools have repeatedly shown 
their ability to do better than the average work. The fact 
nevertheless remains that we have the poor spellers in our 
midst, and it is for them that we should direct our efforts. 

Spelling exercises can best be taught by appealing (a) 
to memory of form, through the eye; (b) to memory of sound, 
through the ear. Just what proportion of oral work and what 
of written exercise will give the best results, is difficult to de- 
termine. Both undoubtedly have their proper place. Correct 
spelling, because of the fact that English is not a phonetic 
language, must be taught considerably through the tense of 
sight. While I am in thorough sympathy with the written 
spelling lesson, because of the fact that the pupil’s ability to 
spell will almost always manifest itself in this way, I am also 
ready to sanction the oral lesson. The ultimate object to be 
gained is the ability of the child to picture in his mind’s eye 
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the proper letters in the word and their proper arrangement, 
just as he calls to mind the map of the United States and sees 
on it the positions and relations of the various states. 


WRITING. 


Writing is taught in schools with two objects in view— 
legibility and speed. The first concerns the lower grades, 
perhaps through the fourth, while the latter is procured in 
the upper grades. The first has to do largely with the form 
and character of the letters, the latter comes because of skill 
through drill and applied work. General knowledge through 
imitation and accurate knowledge through study conspire to 
perfect the pupils’ legibility. Here the teachers’ skill and 
care are most apparent. 

The Pittsfield schools at present are using the vertical 
writing in the lower grades and the modified slant in the 
upper grades. In theory this should be an ideal arrangement. 
In practice, however, pupils retain their earlier impressions 
of the form and character of the vertical writing, and find it 
hard to change. Their first effort in affecting this change is 
backhand writing—the worst possible form and habit a child 
can acquire. I am almost led to the conclusion that the only 
virtue found in vertical script is its legibility. No study re- 
quires more skill on the part of the teacher, and none re- 
ceives more care and attention especially in the lower grades. 
This subject really requires the attention of a special teacher 
whose sole object shall be to help the pupil acquire correct 
habits in writing until the child settles down to an individual- 
ity of his own. Even at this stage his hand writing will be 
largely influenced by his earlier instruction. 


LANGUAGE. 


The aim from the beginning is to create ideas in the 
minds of the pupils, and to guide them in giving proper ex- 
pression to those ideas. Nature study, objects and pictures, 
and more especially the reading lessons form the basis of 
this work. The child is induced first to observe in whatever 
way possible and later to express the results of these observa- 
tions either orally or in writing. The Information and Cul- 
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ture work in grades below the fourth assist greatly in this 
department of school life. A most excellent method is to 
require the child to read paragraphs from his reading book 
and tell in his own language, without the aid of the book, 
the substance of the paragraph. Supplementary geographical 
readers possess great merit as incentives to original work 
and thought. It is a question to what extent the so-called 
language books assist in developing this study in grades be- 
low the fourth. Personally I regard the skillful teacher the 
most efficient agency in acquiring the desired facility of 
thought and expression. Pupils almost unconsciously, even 
in the lower grades, attain a certain proficiency in the more 
technical portions of grammar also by the means outlined 
above. The different kinds of sentences, words denoting 
possession, correct verb forms, uses of capital letters, marks 
of punctuation, as well as abbreviated forms are clearly with- 
in the capabilities of children of this age. While these ideas 
are fundamental and contain the essence of technical gram- 
mar in all language work, they are perfectly familiar to 
children even in the lowest grades when properly presented. 
The earlier the child acquires a mastery of these essentials, 
so much the sooner will he be able to use them in his oral 
and written work. 


INFORMATION AND CULTURE. 


The work for the past year in Information and Culture 
is much the same as in previous years. With much of this 
work I have no inclination to quarrel. In so far as nature 
work is developed and language is stimulated they serve a 
most excellent purpose. When, however, the child is re- 
quired to write pages of his observations into note books, I 
question this part of its utility. I would suggest that as much 
as possible of this work be taught either orally or through 
the agency of supplementary reading, and that it be confined 
to nature study as far as possible. 

With nature study I am confident no one will find fault. 
It is the means which opens the child’s eyes to see and his 
ears to hear something of the world in which he lives. Un- 
der its stimulus pupils, ordinarily careless about their other 
work, become aroused and begin to ask pertinent questions— 
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the surest sign of awakening activity. Often the child of 
the least capacity for certain departments of school work is 
an authority upon frog's eggs, snails, crickets, plants, flowers, 
trees, and the habits as well as the environments of animals 

in general. : 

Nature Study will also excite an interest in all other 
studies. It will aid in reading, language and composition, 
because it gives the pupils ideas, and ideas lead to expres- 
sion and facility. The study of nature is the very foundation 
of geography. 

"Life is real, life is earnest;" but never more so than in 
childhood. It is, therefore, desirable that the child be kept 
in constant touch with those facts, phenomena and forces 
with which he is to deal. Older and blinder eyes may not see, 
duller ears may not hear, but the true teacher and her girls 
and boys will surely discover 


“Tongues in trees, books in the running brooks, 
Sermons in stones, and good in everything." 


GEOGRAPHY. 


The objects in teaching geography are generally speak- 
ing, (a) to give the child that practical knowledge of the 
subject which will enable him to know definitely the location’ 
and character of certain important places on the earth; (bj 
to teach the child the adaptability of the earth to man's habi- 
tation and the advantage of some portions over others in this 
respect; (c) to show the social interdependence of men; (d) 
to train the child's powers of observation, memory, reason, 
and imagination. 

There should always be as close co-relation as may be 
between geography and nature study, reading, language, 
spelling and history. In the lower grades geography and 
nature study are scarcely inseparable. It furnishes a rich 
fund for supplementary reading in school and at home. It 
furnishes also, while computing areas, lengths of rivers, etc., 
many practical applications of number work. 

The ideal course in geography should include both the 
observational and the representative features. As stated by 
the Committee of Ten, the true order of geographical study 
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should be: “First, see; next, reproduce; then study the pro- 
ductions of others, and, meanwhile ponder and reason on all.” 

On the subject of representative geography, the follow- 
ing extract from the report of the Committee of Ten is 
worthy of careful study: 

"Immediately after the making of observations should 
come their reproduction in the form of descriptions, sketches, 
maps, models, etc. The instruction of the teacher falls far 
short of its highest efficiency if the early work is merely ob- 
servational and receptive. The great end of education is to 
create productive abilitv. One important form of this 1s rep- 
resentative production. Beside having value in itself, the 
description of features that have been seen and their repre- 
sentation by sketches, maps, or models reacts upon the ob- 
servational work and induces a clearness, sharpness and 
definiteness that it would not otherwise be likely to take. Not 
only this, but it leads the scholars to realize what maps. 
descriptions, etc., really mean. By this means, pupils are led 
up naturally to an ability to read with vividness, ease, and 
full understanding, the maps and descriptions which consti- 
tute the medium of the larger part of their later studies, and 
such ability to read is of supreme importance in all subse- 
quent work." 

Time should not be wasted on unimportant details. The 
teaching is to proceed from the large and comprehensive to 
the narrower and more limited. The more important fea- 
tures and countries will naturally receive more attention and 
fuller treatment. Statistics, matters of area, population, lat- 
itude and longitude, should not encumber the memory nor 
displace a few clear ideas concerning relative size and im- 
portance. Causes and relations should be brought out con- 
stantly, if the teaching is to be efficient and the study intelli- 
gent. Much of the information obtained is soon forgotten, 
but the power acquired by correct processes of thought and 
investigation endures. 


DRAWING. 


The end of all education is culture. A man of culture 
is sensitive to impressions and yet has a personality capable 
of original deeds. We may not be able, as Ruskin says, to 
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sing or paint ourselves into good men, but either, if allowed 
to become developed, will tone and soften the roughest char- 
acter. Drawing is one of the wands to whose touch Nature 
unfolds her beauties, and no man who fully understands and 
appreciates nature "in her various moods" can be very far 
away from his Maker. It is the province, and I had almost 
said duty of the public schools, to send out its pupils with 
fine ideals, correct tastes, with chastened but rich imagina- 
tions, with a fund of intellectual treasure for the hours of 
rest as well as of work, and with a hopeful and cheerful 
philosophv of living. 

If the children of our public schools are daily surround- 
ed bv those influences that elevate them, that make them 
clean and well ordered, that make them love flowers and pic- 
tures, and proper decorations, they at last reach that degree 
of culture that nothing else will please them. When they 
grow up and have homes of their own, they must have them 
clean, neat, bright with pictures and fringed with shade trees 
and flowers, for they have been brought up to be happy in 
no other environment. The true test of our civilization and 
culture is the kind of home we are content to live in; and 
the influence of our schools should help to form a disposi- 
tion for those things that make life happy and healthy. 

Toward the realization of this ideal condition of things. 
the schools of Pittsfield are doing much, partly through their 
own efforts and somewhat from a part of the annual appro- 
priation devoted to school purposes. All the buildings are 
provided with decorations and pictures of merit, and to these 
are being added others equally elevating. The important ad- 
ditions during the year have been as follows:

PITTSFIELD'S ExHiBIT AT THE ST. Louis EXPOSITION. 


During the latter part of 1903, the schools of Pittsfield, 
in common with many others throughout the Commonwealth, 
prepared exercises designed to show the scope and character 
of the work done in the Pittsfield schools. The subject mat- 
ter of the work submitted was confined to Countries and 
Peoples—Grades I.-III. selected subjects relating to the In- 
formation and Culture work, and Grades IV.-IX, the High 
School and the Training Class took subjects pertaining to 
Geography, History, Civics, and selections from some of the 
best literature of the world. 

These exercises, for the most part, consisted of an essay 
carefully prepared and written, illustrated by maps and such 
other drawings as the subject suggested and enclosed in a 
tasty cover with some appropriate design. The Exhibition 
compared most favorably with others from different sections 
of the country and has been forwarded, by special request, 
to Portland, Oregon, to form a part of the educational ex- 
hibit to be shown in that city during the coming year. A 
gold medal has been awarded Pittsfield by the Superior Jury 
of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition “for the excellence of 
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your work in the Massachusetts Exhibit in Group One”. A 
Grand Prize was awarded to the Massachusetts Collective 
Exhibit, and Pittsfield is entitled to a diploma also “as an im- 
portant contributor.”

Music. AO 


“Music is God's best gift to man; the only art of Heaven 
given to Earth, and the only art of Earth that we can take to 
Heaven.” The music of the school room, like most other 
branches presented to immature minds, falls far short of the 
ideal. However, few of us would care to see its place occu- 
pied by what might be termed perhaps a more important 
study. Unlike most other branches of school work, its 
fruition does not appear at once. Its two-fold influences are 
from their nature indirect. One has a tendency to arouse 
the dormant energies of the child; the other instills in the 
mind of the child truths of a moral character which will have 
an influence in shaping his life and controlling his future 
actions. We cannot begin to estimate the influence on the 
future life of the children exerted by the songs learned in 
the schoolrooms of to-day. The work in the Pittsfield 
schools in Music, like that of many other branches taught, is 
far from the ideal, but Mr. Smith together with the faithful 
teachers in our city has done much. Is it too much to hope 
that the product of our schools to-day will have acquired suf- 
ficient knowledge in Music to understand and enjoy the best 
others may have given us in music? If added to this, there 
comes a development of character, then Music must be con- 
sidered one of the most important studies in our schools.

PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


This branch of our school work is not an end in itself 
but a means to an end. Systematic physical exercise, says 
Dr. Harris, has its sufficient reason in its aid to the graceful 
use of the limbs, its development of muscles which are left 
unused or rudimentary unless called forth by special training, 
and for the help it gives the teacher in the way of school 
discipline. 

The work in our schools was carefully systemized under 
the direction of Jessie A. Clapp during her year's efforts. It 
was a matter of sincere regret that Miss Clapp was obliged 
to discontinue last June the work she had so auspiciously be- 
gun. Her place has been very successfully filled by Miss 
Alice E. Curtin, and I have every reason to believe that this 
good work will be continued without interruption. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL GRADUATION. 


In accordance with a custom inaugurated some years 
ago, the pupils graduating from all grammar schools united 
in their closing exercises, held at the High School Audito- 
rium on the evening of July 1, 1904. 

To some this event. marks the end of school life and for 
them especially, these exercises are held. It is the custom 
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to have the subjects of the recitations of a kindred character. 
Last year's program was no exception to this custom. That 
these programs are popular is attested by the fact that the 
Auditorium is much too small to accommodate those who 
would like to attend. The theme “With Mother Nature” was 
selected, not alone because it is in keeping with the work of 
the grades, but in part because so many celebrated writers 
have chosen this theme, thus giving a wide field for selection. 

Mr. P. H. O'Donnell, for the School Committee, pre- 
sented the certificates and in a happy manner congratulated 
the class upon the success of the evening's entertainment.

ENROLLMENT. ATTENDANCE AND PUNCTUALITY. 
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It is my pleasant duty to record another successful year 
in this department of our school work. While the numbers 
have hardly kept pace with previous years, either because 
many of the previous pupils no longer need its help to avaid 
the provisions of the state law or because others have ac- 
quired what the school has to offer, is not altogether plain. 
The spirit of the school, however, has been excellent and the 
progress most gratifying. The most popular courses are the 
commercial studies, drawing both mechanical and free hand, 
and the lower grade work. In part, owing to the provisions 
of the state law which requires careful attendance on school 
duties of all under fourteen years of age, the upper grade 
studies are not popular. The instructors were as follows:

Early in the year's work the Committee was reluctantly 
obliged to accept the resignation of Mr. Michael L. Eisner, 
who had been connected with the school since the union of 
the evening schools. With this change, it became apparent 
to the Committee that a change of system in shorthand 
would be advisable. Accordingly the Cross Eclectic system 
was superseded by the Scott-Browne, a modification of the 
Pitmanic System. Miss Secor was elected to succeed Mr. 
Eisner as teacher in this department. To Miss Secor’s en- 
thusiasm and thorough knowledge of the subject is due the 
success of the work after so radical a change. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The popularitv of this school can be no clearer shown 
than by the fact that the increase of membership more than 
keeps pace with the increase in population of our city. It is 
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the wish and intention of the Committee that this branch of 
our school system be kept in touch with the best methods of 
teaching, and an abundant teaching force. 

Last year, owing to the ruling of the New England Col- 
lege Entrance Certificate Board, our High School was de- 
prived in part of the privilege of certification to certain col- 
leges. Their contention was that the school had insufficient 
teaching force and therefore was unable to give sufficient 
prominence to modern language, history and college English. 
The addition of two teachers last September has made pos- 
sible changes which will entirely correct these defects. Our 
hope and expectations are that we shall very soon enjoy all 
courtesies extended to the best fitting schools in the state, as 
I am sure we deserve. 

An effort has been made during the present year to place 
German on the same basis as Greek, extending through three 
years’ time with daily recitations. The course in English has 
been materially lengthened, as well as has also the science 
department. At present no pains are being spared to make 
this institution a model school of its kind, whether the youth 
of our city care for either a training for life work or en- 
trance to Normal Schools, Scientific Schools, or Classical In- 
stitutions. 

The graduating exercises for the four-year courses were 
held in the High School Auditorium Tuesday, June 28, 1904, 
at 8 o'clock, p. m. Mayor Sisson was present and presented 
diplomas to ten pupils in the Classical Course, sixteen in the 
Scientific Course, and fourteen in the English Course. Four 
pupils took a partial course, one of whom has since finished 
the course and received his diploma. 

The graduating exercises of the Business Department 
were held at the High School Auditorium on Thursday eve- 
ning, June 30, 1904, at 8 o'clock, p. m. These exercises were 
well attended and interesting. Mr. George E. Sprong of the 
School Committee again presented the certificates to twelve 
pupils completing the required studies of this course. 

The work of the school and its interests are further out- 
lined in the principal's special report to which your attention 
is called. The graduating programs are connected herewith:

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New ORCHARD STREET SCHOOL BUILDING. 


The construction of a new school building such as the 
New Orchard Street schoolhouse marks an era in the educa- 
tional advancement of any city. Especially is this true when 
the necessity of such an addition has been so evident for 
many years as it has been in this location. 

The building committee is entitled to much credit for 
the great amount of thought and labor gratuitously contrib- 
uted towards the consummation of such an undertaking. Due 
to their business ability and supervision this new twelve- 
room building has been turned over to the School Committee 
well within the amount appropriated. 

The dedication exercises took place February 17, 1905, 
at eleven o’clock, in the lower hall of the building and were 
well attended. One of the most pleasing feature of the ded- 
ication was the placing of a copper box in the walls. This 
was done in the presence of the pupils who are to attend this 
school. The contents of the box were as follows: 


1. Letter from William H. Swift of Chicago. Mr. Swift was a 
member of the committee appointed by the town to erect 
the old wooden building about to be removed. 

2. Two pieces of wood from a door and a desk from the old 
building. 

3. The original contracts, signed by the various firms concerned 
in the erection of the new building. 

4. Photographs of the new building. 

5. Signatures of all the teachers and pupils both of the Orchard 
Street and Training Schools. 

6. Signatures of the various officials connected with the schools, 
library, post office, etc. 

7. Reports of the School Committee from 1900 to 1903, also copies 
of all the local newspapers. 

8. Sundry calendars showing locations of interest in and about 
Pittsfield. 


During the rest of the day and evening the building was 
visited by hundreds of our townspeople, all of whom were 
loud in their praise of the building. 

Since its dedication it has been occupied and appreciated 
by both the pupils formerly in the grammar department at 
Orchard Street, and by the Training school as well. By this 
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means, it is unnecessary to heat and care for the building 
heretofore used as the Training school. 

Meanwhile it will be possible for the Committee to con- 
sider carefully what is to be the future disposition of this 
building. It would appear that its condition is such that a 
considerable outlay will be needed to put it in good condition 
for further occupancy. It is believed, however, that its condi- 
tion is too good to destroy, and that its removal would be 
disasterous. 

This recent and commodious addition to our school- 
houses will aftord a relief from the crowded buildings in the 
northern part of our city and in other contiguous sections as 
well. Its construction and occupation came none too soon to 
meet the demands. With the school population of Pittsfield 
increasing as it has for the past few years, it is evident that 
further school accommodations will be necessary at no very 
distant date. Meanwhile it is ours to enjoy this newest ad- 
dition to our already large number of commodious and well- 
equipped school buildings.

SPECIAL REPORTS. 


REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH 
SCHOOL. 


To Mr. Charles A. Byram, Superintendent of Schools: 


DEAR Sir:—In accordance with your request I submit 
herewith my report of the conditions of the High School for 
the year just closed. 

The untiring efforts of our faithful corps of teachers, 
their hearty cooperation with one another and with the prin- 
cipal, and their willingness to devote much time outside of 
school hours to school work, have combined to keep the con- 
dition of the school upon a high plane of excellence. Thanks 
are due also to the students for the spirit of earnestness which 
they have shown in their work, and for the courtesy which 
has characterized their relations with their teachers. 

In my report of last year I called attention to the fact 
that the enrollment at that time was the largest in the his- 
tory of the school. This year the enrollment is still larger, 
the number for the fall term being 313 as compared with 307 
for the corresponding term of last year. 

Of the forty-one graduates of the class of 1904 about 
fifty per cent have entered colleges or other higher institu- 
tions of learning. These have been admitted partly by certi- 
ficate and partly by examination, and the success of those 
taking examinations was in almost every instance gratifying. 
The standing of these students in college, whether entering 
by examination or by certificate, so far as reports of such 
standing have reached us, indicates that they are well quali- 
fied to compete with those from other preparatory schools. 

During the year application was made to the New Eng- 
land College Entrance Certificate Board to have our High 
School placed on the approved list of schools whose certifi- 
cates would be accepted for admission to certain of the New 
England colleges represented by this board. This application 
was not granted, because in the opinion of the board our 
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curriculum was deficient in history and English. The re- 
fusal to grant this application caused us the greater surprise 
from the fact that previous to the formation of this board 
many of the colleges now represented by the board and ac- 
cepted our certificates without question for several years. 
However, thru the generosity of the school committee in in- 
creasing our teaching force from nine teachers to ten, it has 
been possible this.year to nearly double the time given to 
college preparatory English, and to more than double that 
given to history. A new application will accordingly be pre- 
sented to the Certificate Board at its next meeting, in May, and 
it is confidently hoped that the changes in the curriculum 
thus made may remove all cause for complaint, and that the 
school may then be placed upon the accredited list. 

It is highly desirable that the teaching force be still 
further increased in the near future. In several classes the 
divisions are extremely large and are becoming larger every 
year, so that it will soon become absolutely necessary to pro- 
vide for additional divisions. It also seems desirable that as 
soon as practicable some work in declamation or other elocu- 
tionary drill be introduced. I would recommend further that 
in the near future the physical laboratory be equipped with 
apparatus for such quantitative experiments as are required 
for admission to certain colleges and that a course in such ex- 
perimental work be offered as an optional study. Such 
changes, however, cannot be made with our present number 
of teachers. 

In athletics the school has been unusually successful 
during the year. Several of the teachers have willingly given 
much of their time out of school hours to assisting in various 
ways in the carrying on of the several departments of ath- 
letics and have thus made it possible to provide proper super- 
vision for this necessary and desirable adjunct of school life. 
The rigid rules of eligibility in interscholastic sports adopted 
during the year by the united action of the principals of the 
high schools and academies of western Massachusetts have 
been strictly enforced, and have resulted in preventing ne- 
glect of school work which might otherwise have accompan- 
ied a too ardent devotion to athletic interests. In accordance 
with these rules no pupil is allowed to take part in an inter- 
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schalstic game or contest unless he is passing in practically 
all of his studies. 

The lunch room continues to be of great benefit to the 
school, and is largely patronized. The constant aim in con- 
ducting it is still, as it has been from! its first establishment, 
to provide the best and most healthful food possible, and at 
a minimuin cost. The receipts have been sufficient thus far 
to meet the necessary expenses and leave a small margin of 
profit. 

In closing I wish to express the thanks of both pupils 
and teachers to yourself, and thru you to the members of the 
school committee, for the uniform courtesy and generosity 
with which the needs of the school from time to time have 
been provided for and the suggestions of teachers considered.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE TRAINING 
SCHOOL. | 


To Charles A. Byram, Superintendent of Schools: 


DEAR SiR:—I have the honor to submit my annual re- 
port for, the year ending December 16, 1904. The earnest 
and faithful endeavors manifested by the teachers and pupils 
of the different grades, with the hearty cooperation of the 
parents, enabled us to obtain results that were in a marked 
degree highly gratifying. The usual cordial relations have 
prevailed both in the Training department and in the lower 
grades, greatlv facilitating the progress and success of our 
work. 

The erection of the new building on the lawn in front 
of our school greatly interferes with the light in rooms six 
and seven. We ask that gas or electricity be introduced to 
remedy this inconvenience. The foundation walls are in 
need of repair as the water that comes in through the walls 
on the south and west sides during severel rain storms and 
freshets has worn away the cement in several places. The 
unpleasant odor arising from the water flowing over the hot 
steam pipes has on several occasions caused nausea among 
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many of the pupils. The recent rain storm with melting 
snow and ice, caused much trouble. Two feet of water had 
to be bailed out of the cellar. This unpleasant state of things 
is liable to be repeated, owing to the quantity of snow and 
ice in the yards near the rear of the building. 


At the examination held for admission to the Training 
class, several young women tried for admission to the Train- 
ing school, but only two were successful. I believe that the 
standard required for admission ought to be in keeping with 
other Training schools, and not so difficult that deserving 
and good material for future teachers are debarred from en- 
tering the Training class because the examinations are of a 
perplexing nature rather than one that would enable appli- 
cants to manifest easily, knowledge that has been previously 
acquired. 


Graduates from our Training and Normal schools have 
been so fortunate in securing positions as teachers in our city 
schools, that many have an idea that it is a city rule, and is 
obligatory on the part of the city officials to supply teachers 
with positions. While I believe that honest endeavors on the 
part of applicants ought to receive recognition, and that fair- 
ness on the part of the School Board should be displayed, I 
do not believe that undue pressure ought to be exerted to 
secure positions or that those in authority ought to be ex- 
pected to provide what is often beyond their jurisdiction to 
confer. 


Experience and skill are what is desired in any success- 
ful profession, and can only be acquired by actual "doing" 
on the part of an individual. If vacancies do not occur so 
that graduates of both schools may obtain positions, 1 would 
recommend that young graduate accept positions out of town, 
that the necessary requisites named may be acquired by prac- 
tice and faithful application to duty. True merit always 
manifests itself, and is sure to be recognized by those seeking 
competent teachers, whether one teaches in the city, or coun- 
try schools. 


The special supervisors, E. C. Smith, Teacher of Music, 
George H. Denison, Drawing Instructor, and Alice E. Cur- 
tain, Teacher of Physical Culture, have been helpful and 
painstaking in their teaching. Their zealous efforts greatly 
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facilitated the progress manifested in the different grades 
along their lines of work. 

The graduating exercises of the Training Class were 
held in the school building June 29, 1904. The teaching ex- 
ercises were of a high order of merit and were attended by a 
large number of friends of the graduates, and patrons of the 
school, who appeared to enjoy thoroughly the program that 
was successfully rendered. 

In closing I desire to extend to the School Board hearty 
appreciations for kind favors received and gratitude to our 
worthy superintendent for interest manifested.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF PHYSICAL 
CULTURE. 


‘To the Committee on Physical Culture: 


GENTLEMEN :—The work in physical culture thruout the 
city is being carried on in a very enthusiastic and satisfactory 
manner. Much of the enthusiasm is due to the introduction 
of suitable games for the different grades. 

Perhaps the most important thing in gymnastics is to 
maintain the child's interest. Exercise without amusement 
becomes work, and that is just what we do not want to give. 
For that reason games are used in connection with the de- 
veloping and corrective exercises. 

Leaders of education agree that play constitutes a very 
important element in all moral, mental, and physical educa- 
tion. 

Play, however, does not correct the hollow chests, stoop- 
shoulders, and various other defects caused by unsuitable 
desks and other conditions found in all school rooms. The 
only remedy is a series of carefully graded gymnastic exer- 
cises. 

Much credit is due to Mrs. Jessie Clapp Morgan for the 
good foundation that has been laid in the gymnastic work in 
our schools. 
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The teachers are using their most painstaking and per- 
sistent efforts and it is to their results that the following 
quotation applies. | 


"Life in this country may be nerve-racking and body- 
destroying, but a generation of clear-eyed, broad-shouldered, 
supple boys and girls is coming smilingly up to meet it."

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF KINDERGARTENS. 


Mr. Charles A. Byram, Superintendent: 


DEAR SIR:—At the close of their second calendar year 
the kindergartens have a good report to offer. The names 
of one hundred and fifty-eight children have been enrolled, 
of whom one hundred and forty-two have been present not 
less than a month. Both the membership and attendance 
have been larger than the year before, though the percentage 
of attendance has fallen somewhat. Very little people are 
more affected by bad weather than old children, though many 
of them are brave, and come through thick and thin to be 
on hand. Not half the children in the Russell kindergarten 
live in its neighborhood, yet the membership and attendance 
there have steadily improved, the last term of the year show- 
ing the best record. Three hundred and seventeen visits have 
been made by friends to the two kindergartens. 

During the year 1903 we had reason to know what the 
parents of the children thought of the kindergartens. This 
year I have asked the principals of four schools, among 
which most of the kindergarten children are distributed, to 
say frankly what they think of them. These four do not in- 
clude Miss Roach, from whom I have so many times had 
such enthusiastic commendation of the children that I did 
not go through the form of asking her to express herself 
again. ; 
Miss Reid writes:—"I think the kindergarten children 
are much brighter than the other children, but they are more 
restless and do not give as good attention." 

Miss Irons writes:—‘“The change from the indulgent 
home to the restrictions placed by the public school upon the 
child's freedom is too great. This is especially true in the 
.case of a child with a sensitive nature or nervous temper- 
ament. l 

“The kindergarten is a pleasant stepping-stone and gives 
the preliminary preparation needed for actual school life. 

“The children under my observation who have had the 
benefit of a kindergarten training finish the primary work 
in less time than is required by the prescribed course of study 
and are more skillful in the use of their hands.” 
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Miss Edwards writes:—“In reply to your question, * 
“What do you think of kindergarten children ”, will say, that 
in my opinion, emphasized by the experience and opinions of 
our first grade teachers, the kindergarten has many ad- 
vantages. 

"Childen who have had true kindergarten training are 
able to make closer comparisons, have quickened powers of 
Observation, have clearer ideas, are more skillful with their 
pencils, and have more confrdence in their ability to do 
things. 

"I think the training in habits of unselfishness and 
thoughtfulness for the rights of others are of untold value 
to very young children. 

“I do not think it makes brilliant pupils of dull ones, but 
it gives them a healthful awakening into school life. 

"I feel sure if each child had a year of thorough kinder- 
garten instruction, it would be a great help to our primary 
schools." 

Mr. Bennett writes:—' "The children who have entered 
Linden Street School fromthe kindergarten have invariably 
shown more ability in the primary work, from the very start, 
than those who have had no previous training. They do 
not require so much time to get used to their surroundings 
and to adjust themselves to school conditions. 

“Thev are more skillful in the use of their hands and 
most of them enter our school better fitted, mentally, to meet 
the requirements of the first grade, and therefore make more 
rapid progress than the most of their class mates and very 
soon may be found in the highest division of the class. 

“If I have made my answer to your question too brief I 
shall be glad to give vou more information for there is much 
that can be truthfullv said in favor of the kindergarten chil- 
dren." 

I close with the suggestion that an effort be made to have 
our first grade teachers spend at least one day each year in 
the kindergartens, that they may understand more thoroughly 
what we are striving for and that we may the better work 
together.

In the St. Joseph's Parochial School there were 131 ab- 
sentees, 15 truants, 80 cases of truancy, 6 children taken into 
court, 2 sent to the Truant School, and 1 to the Lyman 
School. 

Three "neglected children" were taken from the parents 
(by the new law which makes the Truant Officer responsible 
for the care of such children) and given into the care of Fa- 
ther Boyle. 

The percentage of school attendance was considerably re- 
duced by the large number of cases of contagious disease. 
There was 1 case of Small-pox; 3 of Varioloid; 37 of Diph- 
theria; 22 of Scarlet Fever; 2 of Measles; r of Membranous 
Croup; and 1 of Chicken-pox reported by the Board of 
Health.

ORDINANCES- 


OF THE 


City of Pittsfield, 


PASSED SUBSEQUENT TO APRIL 12, 1904. 


No. 23. AN ORDINANCE Amending Chapter Four- 
teen of the General Ordinances. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Pitts 
field, as follows: 


Section 1. The first paragraph of Section 1 of Chapter 
14 Of the General Ordinances of the City of Pittsfield is 
hereby amended by striking out the words “one assistant 
engineer” in the second line thereof and inserting in place 
thereof the words, “a first assistant engineer and a second 
assistant engineer" so as to read as follows: Section 1. 
The fire department shall consist of a chief engineer, a first 
assistant engineer and a second assistant engineer and as 
many engine, hose, hook and ladder, protective and other 
companies as the number of engines and the number and 
character of other fire apparatus belonging to the City shall 
from time to time require. 


section 2. Section 2 of said Chapter is amended by 
striking ou: the words "assistant engineer" in the first line 
"thereof and substituting therefor the words “assistant en- 
gineers," so as to read as follows :—Section 2. The chief 
engineer, assistant engineers and members of the depart- 
ment shall hold their respective offices until removed by the 
mayor and aldermen, for cause sufficient in their discretion, 
or until their offices are otherwise vacated, and their ap- 
pointment shall be vested in the mayor, subject to the con- 
firmation or rejection of the board of aldermen. The of- 
ficers of the several companies herein-before provided fo. 
shall be appointed by the chief engineer, subject to confirma- 
tion or rejection by the board of aldermen. 
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Section 3. Said chapter is hereby further amended by 
striking out section four thereof and inserting in place there- 
of the following :—Section 4. No person shall be a member 
of the department unless he is a resident of the City, twenty- 
one years of age, and susteins a good moral character. Any 
member appointed under the provisions of this ordinance 
who fails to qualify before the City Clerk within seven days 
of his appointment shall be deemed to have declined the 
same; no person fully or permanently employed by the State 
or by the City in any other department, shall be a membe: 
of said Fire Department; and any member of the fire de- 
partment, accepting a position requiring him to be so em- 
ployed and any member who shall remove from the City 
shall be deemed to have withdrawn from the department. 

Section 4. Said chapter is hereby further amended by 
striking out Section six and inserting in place thereof the 
following:—Section 6. The chief engineer shall have the 
sole and absolute control and command over all other mem- 
bers of the department and all persons present at fires, and 
shall take prompt measures to arrange the several engines 
and other apparatus in the most advantageous manner and 
issue such orders as he may deem necessary. 

In case of the absence of the chief engineer at a fire, the 
first assistant engineer, or if both the chief and first assistant 
engineers be absent, then the second assistant engineer, 
shall, during such absence have and exercise all the powe. 
and authority of the chief engineer, and shall perform the 
duties of his office; and if no engineer be present, the fore- 
man who first arrives with his apparatus at a fire shall ex- 
ercise such authority until the arrival of the chief or his as- 
sistants, and until the arrival of one of said officers such 
authority is to be exercised by the officer in actual command 
of the company which first arrives with its apparatus. 

The chief engineer and assistant engineers shall perform 
the duties and exercise the powers of fire wards. 

The assistant engineers shall devote all of their time to 
the service and interests of the fire department and perforni 
such duties in connection with their offices as the Commit 
tee on fire department may prescribe. dn the case of death, 
resignation, absence or inability of the Chief Engineer to 
perform the duties of his office the same shall devolve upon 
the first assistant engineer, or in case also of his death, 
resignation, absence or inability, then upon the second assis- 
tant engineer, until the Chief Engineer is able to attend tu 
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his duties or the vacancy is filled. If an assistant engineer 
be present at any place, the superior officer being absent 
therefrom, such assistant engineer shall have the authority 
of the chief engineer and shall perform such duties as may 
be required, until the superior officer be personally present or 
shall by order otherwise direct. The assistant engineers 
when performing the duties of the chief engineer as herein- 
before provided shall possess all the powers and authority, 
and be subject to all the requirements of said chief engineer. 
The first assistant engineer must visit each fire house of the 
department, daily, and see that discipline and good order i» 
maintined, and that the horses and apparatus are kept as re- 
quired by the regulation of the department, and report any 
violations of the rules and regulations to the chief engineer 
and he shall remain all night at the central fire engine 
house whenever the second assistant engineer is not at said 
engine house on duty. The second assistant engineer shall 
be on duty at the central fire engine house +ix (6) nights in 
each week, except when attending to his duties at a fire or 
otherwise relieved therefrom. When so on duty at night 
he shall enforce order and discipline at the central fire engin, 
hcuse. 
Approved Oct. 3, 1904. 


No. 24. AN ORDINANCE Regulating the keeping and 
storing of Gunpowder and certain other explosive sub- 
stances. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section I. No person shall keep or deposit any gunpow- 
der within the limits of the Citv of Pittsfield, unless it is well 
secured in tight casks or canisters. 

Section 2. No person shall keep or deposit more than 
seventy-five (75) pounds of gunpowder in anv shop, store 
or other building in said City which is within twenty-five 
(25) rods of any other building, nor without a writen notice 
to the Chief of the Fire Department in accordance with Sec- 
tion 93, Chapter 102 of the Revised Laws of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 

Section 3. No person shall keep or deposit more than one 
(1) pound of gunpowder in any shop, store, or other building 
in said City, which is within the distance of ten (10) rods 
from any other building, unless it is well secured in metallic 
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canisters, holding not more than twenty-five (25) pounds 
each, and closed by air tight metallic covers. 

Section 4. No person shall sell any gunpowder within the 
City unless he is duly licensed by the Mayor and Board ot 
Aldermen to make such sales. Every such license shall be 
in force until the first day of May next after the date of 
granting the same; any such license may be revoked at any 
time by the Board of Aldermen for such cause as said Board 
may deem sufficient. 

Section 5. No dvnamite, guncotton, or other explosive 
substances or compounds, gunpowder excepted, above the 
quantity of one-fifth of a pound shall be kept, stored, or 
beld in any building, place, vehicle, or vessel within ten (10) 
rods of any dwelling house or other building within the limits 
of the City, by any person except on military duty in the 
public service of the United States, or of this state without 
a license from the Mayor and Board of Aldermen is first ob- 
tained therefor. 

Section 6. All licenses granted under the provisions of 
the preceding section shall stipulate that not more than one 
hundred (100) pounds of dynamite, guncotton or other ex- 
plosive compounds or substances, gunpowder  excepted, 
shall be kept or stored in any building, store, or other place 
at one time; except that this section shall not apply to any 
such explosives which shall be kept and stored in magazines 
or buildings for that purpose, if such magazines are more 
than one (1) mile from the City Hall, and if the location and 
construction of such buildings shall have been approved bv 
the Mayor and Board of Aldermen. No license shall be is- 
sued under the preceding section except upon recommenda- 
tion of the Chief Engineer of the Fire Department. All li- 
censes issued under the preceding section shall be in force 
until the first day of May next after the date of granting of 
the same, but any such license may be revoked at any time 
by the Board of Aldermen for such cause as said Board ma, 
deem sufficient. 

section 7. No person shall store, sell or keep for sale 
gunpowder, dvnamite, guncotton or other explosive in any 
other place than the place described in said license. 

Section 8. Except as is otherwise provided under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 102 of the Revised Laws, no person shall 
deliver for transportation to anv other person, and no person 
shall transport more than one hundred (100) pounds of dy- 
namite, guncotton, or other explosive at any one time, gun- 
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powder excepted, through any street or way of the City, 
without giving notice to the Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department and not more than fifty (50) pounds of such ex- 
plosive shall be transported at the same time, except in an 
original package which has not been opened. 

Section 9. Any member of the police or fire department 
may at any time enter the building or premises of any person 
licensed as herein provided for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the provisions of such license are being observed, 
and to make the examination provided by law, and on the 
alarm of fire may cause any explosive there deposited to be 
removed or destroyed. 

Section 10. The City Clerk shall keep a record of all such 
licenses and of the places designated therein which places 
shall not be changed, unless by consent of the Board of 
Aldermen, in writing. Every person who receives a license 
shall sign his name to a copy of the rules prescribed in this 
ordinance as evidence of his assent thereto. 

Section 11. Upon the arrival of any such explosive at any 
railroad freight vard or express office within the City of 
Pittsfield, the agent of such railroad or express Company 
receiving such explosive, shall thereupon notify the Chief of 
the Fire Department of the arrival thereof and its location, 
and the party to whom such explosive is consigned shall 
notify the Chief of the Fire Department when such explo- 
sive is removed. 

Section 12. Any person who shall offend against any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, shall upon conviction, for- 
fcit and pay for each and every offence, a sum not exceeding 
twenty (20) dollars.

No. 25. AN ORDINANCE Fixing the Salaries of Mem: 
bers of the Fire Department, Amending Section 5 of Chap- 
ter 9 of the General Ordinances of the City of Pittsfield. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


. Section r. The compensation to be paid the several mem- 
bers of the fire department herein mentioned, shall be at 
the annual rates herein set forth, and shall be payable from 
the appropriations made for the fire department, to wit:— 
Chief engineer, Thirteen Hundred Dollars per annum. 
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First assistant engineer, Nine Hundred and Twenty Dol- 
lars per annum. 

Linemen and janitórs, each, Seven Hundred and Twenty 
Dollars per annum. 

Chemical men, each, Eight Hundred and Fifty Dollars 
per annum. ' 

Drivers, after first year, each, Seven Hundred and Thirty 
Dollars per annum. 

Drivers first year, each, Six Hundred and Seventy Dollars 
per annum. 

Bunkers who receive no other compensation from the 
City, each, Seventy Dollars per annum. 

Foremen of Companies, each, Fifty Dollars per annum. 

Callmen, each, Forty Dollars per annum. 

Engineers, each, One Hundred and Fifty Dollars per an- 
num. ! 

Stokers, each, One Hundred and Twenty Dollars per an- 
num. 

The salaries of the Chief Engineer, assistant engineers 
and permanent men shall be paid semi-monthly. Call-men 
receiving a salary of Forty Dollars per annum shall be paid 
for overtime at the rate of forty cents per hour. 

Section 2. Section five of Chapter nine of the General 
Ordinances of the City of Pittsfield and all other ordinances 
and parts of ordinances, inconsistent herewith, so far as 
they apply to the salaries of the members of the fire depart- 
ment are hereby repealed. |

No. 26 AN ORDINANCE Relating to the Compensa 
tion of Officers of the Police Department. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section I. Section three of Chapter nine of the General 
Ordinances of 1900 is hereby amended by striking oüt in the 
third line thereof the word,—daily ;—by striking out in the 
sixth line thereof the words,—two and three-quarters dol- 
lars per day,—and substituting therefor the words,—one 
hundred dollars per month ;—and by adding after the word,— 
day,—in the seventh line thereof the words,—for the first 
year of service; two and three-quarters dollars per day for 
the second year of service; and three dollars per day after- 
the second year of service,—so as to read as follows :—Sec- 
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tion 3. The compensation to be paid the several city offi- 
cers and employees mentioned in this section shall be fixed 
at the rates herein set forth, and shall be payable from the 
appropriations made for the payment of the city officers, to 
wit :— 

Captain of police, one hundred dollars per month. 

Patrolmen, each, two and one-half dollars per day for the 
first year of service; two and three-quarters dollars per day 
for the second year of service; and three dollars per day 
after the second year of service. 

Assistant assessors, each, two and three-quarters dollars 
per day. 

Registrars of voters, each, five dollars per day. 

Section 2. So much of the ordinance, entitled, “An Or- 
dinance, Providing for the compensation of police officers 
and officers and members of the fire department for time 
lost by reason of illness,” in force December 28, 1903, as 
provides for pay for officers of the police department for 
the time of services necessarily lost in consequence of ill- 
ness, is herebv repealed.
